Jt appears from the above circumstances 
that there is insufficient evidence presently available 
to show that the described activities of the subject in 
relation to Dominican officials would constitute him an 
agent of a foreign principal as that term is defined in 
Section 1(c)(1) of the Act. Jn the absence of this 
required agency relationship, the registration provisions 
of the Act would not be applicable to the subject*. V 
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William LaVarre of American Mercury magazine called 
at my office at 11:30, Saturday morning. He stated he was in town and 
wanted to touch base with us and bring us up to date on his activities and aeanfigS - 
with Russell Maguire. He went Into some detail as to the past history of Hie 
American Mercury magazine and how he came to accept the position of managing 
editor. He also repeated some of the tnfdrmation he had previously furnished 
us concerning the shenanigans of Maguire. He stated it is his Intention to leave 
the magazine when his contract expires in July. 

LaVarre stated tnat Maguire's Interference in the operation of 
the magazine has been considerable; that he thinka Maguire has two things in 
mind basically In his dealings: first, to operate a bucket shop for oil well 
promotional schemes inasmuch as he had been barred from three stock 
exchanges; secondly, he feels that Maguire has a Napoleonic complex and is 
operating a political racket among the radical right wing to set him up as a 
"big shot. " He reiterated previous statements that Maguire consistently tries 
to get into the magazine anti-Semitic articles and that he has noted on various 
occasions that, when be has turned down the articles, they have appeared In 
Buch anti-Semitic publications as "Common Sense" and "The Virginian," which 
might be described as the publications of the radical right-wing crackpots. He 
has surmised that Maguire is promoting such publications basically for the 
purpose of gaining a certain following among such people and in turn be exploits 
them by selling oil stocks. 

IsiVarre stated that in the February 1, *1909, edition of "Commcm 
Sense" there appeared an article by Rr. Fayex Counsellor of the 

Arab States Delegation to the United Nations, which had appeared In. The American 
Mercury magazine. He stated he did not gtygJttp paperjpAsmisaloa to publish 
the article and he has attempted to tie them'down as to where permission came

from and they simply advise it was in keeping with the established, well-known 
policy of The American Mercury in allowing publication of any articles appearing 
in the magazine with due credit for the same. LaVarre is convinced that 
Maguire granted this authority but he has not been able to tie him down. 

Dr. Sayegh is contemplating some action against "Common Sense" since the 
publication of his article would infer that the Arab States Delegation is anti- 
Semitic. 


Likewise, LaVarre stated that the Cable Company which is a 
magazine distributing organization controlled by people of the Jewish faith 
is going to drop the Mercury from their distribution list due to Maguire's 
anti-Semitic attitude. He stated this will badly cripple the distribution of the 
magazine. LaVarre feels that, when Maguire is advised of this and the fact 
that Dr. Sayegh is going to make an issue of his article's being released by 
Mercury for printing in "Common Sense," the situation involving American 
Mercury might come to a head, meaning that Maguire may have to buy up 
LaVarre's contract and appoint a new editor or elBe withdraw from the 
magazine. 

LaVarre stated Maguire is highly interested in an outfit known 
as the Christian Crusade which operates out of Tulsa, Oklahoma, and that the 
Reverend Billy Hargis is Maguire's mouthpiece in this regard. He described 
Hargis as something of a hillbilly evangelist and stated the following is made 
up of anti-Semitics and the radical right wing. They now have quite a number 
of radio programs in the Midwest and receive considerable collections of 
money to carry on their activities. Again he feels that Maguire Is interested 
in this from the standpoint of setting himself up as the champion of such groups 
and utilizing this following to exploit his oil schemes. This group is supposedly J 
collecting money for the purpose of sending baloons with messages over Red 
China. LaVarre stated that in part he feels responsible for this activity since 
some time ago Maguire wanted to visit Formosa and he, LaVarre, being 
personally acquainted with Madame Chiang, had arranged for Maguire to be 
well received and entertained while in Formosa. \ He pointed out also that 
Maguire's activities In the Christian Crusade might be a tax dodge since it is 
a tax-exempt group and he claims Maguire has a letter from Internal Revenue 
Service to this effect. 

LaVarre stated to his personal knowledge Maguire has recahygl 
a total of $50,000 from Ambassador Mbya^ of the Dominican Republic, 
of which Maguire has channeled into the Christian Crusade. LaVarre claims 
to have Photostats of the cashier's checks drawn on the Riggs Bank hen in 
Washington as proof of this statement. 1 asked him what Maguire' a interest 
in the Dominicans is. He stated here again he felt Maguire's motives were 
the same and that probably the dominating factor in his dealings with the 
Dominicans !ri /vj-pposedly developing? ei^rtain oil properties. Likewise, LaVarre

stated that the Reverend Billy Hargis had gone to the Dominican Republic 
within the last several weeks where, LaVarre understands, he had been 
favorably received and entertained. 

LaVarre left with me copies of certain correspondence he 
has had with Maguire and with Dr. Sayegh concerning the printing of material 
from the Mercury in the "Common Sense" publication. 

Although LaVarre is quite a windbag in his own right, it does 
I seem that Maguire is endeavoring to enhance his position with the fringe 
| element and may be operating a scheme to further his wildcat oil interests.

His broadcast prediction came as the 
Cu&fl gpwmmetu, mningly near paralyse for lack of suf¬ 
ficient arms, faced o possible military reverse in Central 
Cuboi which could mrk a decisive turning point ia the two 
y^ar obi civil war.,. 

In Cuban gove^imetu circles, the United States is being 
btansad for this (krer&oraring situation. The United States is 
<£?nauflced aa having, in effect, intervened on the side 
oS rebate by mamtaiaing an embargo on shipment of arms 
to president IFulgencio Batista's government. A steady flow 
oJ offsm auj^pgied from the Untied States feeds the rebel 
aitfcz. There ta frank edmisskm in high circles here that the 
0£vGrnmenr ia unable ro mount a serious counter offensive 
becDEec of it* keft of arms and munitions . ,. 

'The toast that the rebels toon would enter Havana came 
from Ernesto Guevarra, an Argentine left-winger, who head*

This happened in China and it was again enacted in the 
email nation of Cuba Hie a mi-Communist Chiong Kai-shek 
government of China was denied arms by our leaders at a cru¬ 
cial stags of the important struggle against Godless Commu¬ 
nism On March 14* 1958 the Untied States government inr>- 
pofed an embargo on the shipment of arms to Cuba.

Regardless of what anyone may think of the recent Batista 
government of Cuba, they should recognize the important 
Fact rhar it was much more to our edvantago to &&ve m 
mh-CommtsmsS government in that strategic is Load than a 
pro-Commumtt government. Under President Batista, Cuba 
enjoyed the greatest prosperity in its history, Per capita I 
wealth reached a new peak, the highest of any tropical 
agriculture nation in the world. He national budget was 
balanced and rhe national income reached an all-time high. 

Foreign capital poured inro Cuba because of the favorable 
situation towards free enterprise. 

Undoubtedly, Barista had his faults as does any powerful 
government leader, but these faults were insignificant "in 
comparison to those of s pro-Soviet government Let m in¬ 
sist that United States leaders back up our friends .who 
oppose international Communism instead of the Kremlins 
friends. If the Caribbean area and Latin America fall into 
Communist enslavement, the time will be short for America,

Tuesday evening.—Aflei Urn; meeting several college students 
invited him to the campus for an informal discussion session. 

During this afternoon session students and faculty came prep¬ 
ared with intellectual questions as to his work and his cause. 
They did not come to criticize the fact that he is fighting 
Communism but rather the method he has employed in doing this. 

He displayed a very rude and belligerent attitude toward his 
audience and, I am sorry to say, this attitude was then,re¬ 
turned by faculty members and students alike. The meeting 
actually did not accomplish anything and was unfortunate.

Later in the evening, several 
hundred college students attended 
a voluntary rally of protest at 
Voorhees Chapel on the campus. 

Phillip Rice, who teaches Chris¬ 
tian education at the college, and 
Leger spoke at the protest rally 
and were cheered by the students. 

Dr* Edwin H* Rian, president 
of the college* was asked today for

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"THE COMMUNIST PARTY LINE AS PREACHED IN MANY AMERICAN CHURCHES" 

Viadimer Lenin is the man who, even today from his grave, directs the Kremlins 1 
strategy. This is done through the satanically clever directives which Lenin left 
behind in hie voluminous writings* He taught the conmuniscs how to operate from 
within non-communist organisations* governments, churches* and industry.

fantastic success In their plan to use churches to promote their diabolical schemes.- 
It has been a "most fertile field" for them* just as Lenin predicted. The purpose of 
this article is not to point out communists* conmunist sympathisers* and felLow 
travellers in the religious field.

Our present immigration law* the McCsrran-Walter Immigration and Nationality Act* 
is the result of four years of the most intensive and objective study by a joint 

Senate and House Committee of Congress. This law was endorsed by the CIA* the 

Department of Justice'* the Immigration and Naturalization Service* and the visa and 
Passport divisions of the State Department. It is considered to be the beat 
immigration law in our nation's history* by informed* patriotic individuals and 
organizations* This immigration law is America 1 a first line of defense* and 

naturally that makes it an A-l priority target of the atheistic communist conspiracy. 

From the time of its passage* over President Truman's veto* the McCsrran-Walter 
immigration ace has been attacked most viciously by the Cotmminist Press and left- 
wing pro-communist sources.

Prominent church leaders and organizations in the United States were working to 
get the immigration flood gates into America opened before the McCsrran-Walter Act 
was passed.

Apostate church leaders in the United States of America have not failed the 
communist conspiracy in this important fight against our nation. They have attacked 
committees exposing America’s deadly enemies with a blindness that is astounding. 

They have attacked consistently for years and years. Typical of these blind and 
unfounded attacks against our patriotic sntl-cousnunist congressional commietees was 
the viciously unfair attack contained in the famous "...Letter To Presbyterians", 
which was unanimously adopted by the GeneraL Council of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of America on October 21, 19S3* Without 
the slightest thread of evidence these brsin-washed Presbyterian leaders proclaimed 
that ".,,a subtle but potent assault upon basic human rights is now in progress. 

Some Congressional inquiries have revealed a distinct tendency to become inquisi¬ 
tions. These inquisitions...begin to constitute a threat to freedom of thought In 
this country. Treason and dissent are being confused.", etc. This letter went out 
to Presbyterian churches around America with this and other smear attacks against 
our land. 

Over and over, the handful of brave Congressmen who dare to expose communism have 
been smeared by Bromley Qxnam and other Methodist church leaders. The Pebruary 2 
issue of the Methodist Classmate publication smeared these anti-communist operations 
as "witch hunts". Similar attacks have come from many other leaders in large 
American church denominations, These are only two of many such examples. 

My suggestion to readers who have received church publications containing these pro-

Communist propaganda organs have been beating the druoa for 
these two important goals since the unhappy Chinese mainland fell under communist 
conspiracy control. The communists apeak of their cruel government on the Chinese 
mainland, as "the People's Republic of China". 

Just as they have on other issues of enormous importance to the communist conspira¬ 
tors, prominent church leaders and organisations have started tooting their horns 
for the accomplishment of these Important conmunlst objectives. Individual clergy¬ 
men have called for United States recognition of Red China and its entry into the 
United Nations for several years. But last year, this conmunist drive was given a 
tremendous boost. On November 21, 1938, the 600 delegates to the Fifth World Order 
Study Conference of the National Council of Churches passed a resolution urging that 
our government recognise the government of Coomuniet China and agree to its admitt¬ 
ance to the United Nations. These so-called church leaders plan to carry this and 
other objectives of their resolution to the churches throughout America in a 
program known as the Nation-wide Program of Education and Action for Peace, starting 
this coming summer. Watch for thia communist conspiracy poison in your church and 
reject it with ail your strength. It is not in America's intereat to any degree, in 
spite of all the double-talk which will surround it. 

The international commu nist conspirators use "negotiations" as a tactic of war in 
their drive to enslave the United States. Conmunlst leaders have made this clear 
over and over as Lenin did when he said, "There will come times when we talk peace, 
there will come times when we talk war, but always toward world revolution." The 
coaraunist conspirators have a long unbroken record proving chat they mean what they 
say, and that they do not negotiate in good faith - that they have absolutely no 
intention of living up to any agreement unless it furthers the world conquest drive 
of international communism. Here again, is an important conmunlst goal which has a 
definite purpose in the communist conspiracy's plans for enslaving the United States 
Again we find a communist conspiracy goal which has been vigorously propagandised 
over and over, by prominent United States church leaders. The famous Presbyterian 
Letter of October 21, 1953, called for "unhurried negotiations" in private. This 
line of thinking in the Presbyterian Letter is typical of the negotiation propaganda 
from high church sources. 

Church high-ups have gone even further than this and have actually urged surrender 
to the atheistic communist conspiracy. On August 26, 1958, the New York Times re¬ 
ported that a fourteen-member commission of the World Council of Churches said that, 
"if all-out war should occur, Christians should urge a cease-fire, if necessary on 
the enemy's terms." In other words, they would turn the world over to the anti- 
Christ conmunlst conspiracy which, in turn, would deny to all the privilege of 
reading and hearing the Word of God. 

We have covered only a few of the areas In which the deadly poisonous communist 
propaganda line is pushed by well-known church leaders and organisations* Communism 
cornea to power through socialistic government measures. These have been continuously 
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pushed by church higher-ups for many years. The church and the name of Jesus Christ 
la used as a shield to promote this poison. Let us remember the Bible's warning 
regarding "false prophets" who come "in sheep's clothing! but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves," Our Bible says, "Ye shall know them by their fruita."

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- ' ^METROPOLITAN NICOLAI - COMMUNISM'S TOOL TO UNDERMINE AMERICAN CHURCHES" 


During 1956, a delegation o£ eight men from the Soviet Union, posing as clergymen, 
visited the United States under the sponsorship of the National Council of Churches. 
The head of this delegation was Metropolitan Nicolai, a vicious communist enemy of 
our nation and freedom everywhere. Informed patriots around America sounded many 
warnings about these men and the real purpose of their visit to America. These 
warnings were ridiculed, even though they were backed up with documented facts that 
could not be contested. American church leaders presented Nicolai to duped church 
members all around this nation as a great Christian leader. His vicious "germ 
warfare" lie, and other blatant lies against America were conveniently forgotten. 

In the March 23 issue of Life Magazine, a former Soviet Secret Police Officer, who 
fled Communism five years ago, revealed that Metropolitan Nicolai was actually a 
member of the Soviet Secret Police. The Secret Police control the churches in 
communist nations. They send agents through the theological seminaries and then" 
place them in leading positions as church officials. When the delegation of 
American churchmen, the so-called "giants of the pulpit", took their damaging trip 
to the Soviet Union in 1956, they were entertained by the head of the Soviet Secret 
Police. Of course, this was just like kicking the slaves behind the Iron Curtain 
in the face and telling them that we are not Interested in them but in their perse¬ 
cutors. 


During the visit of Nicolai and his fellow communist agents to our country in 1956, 
a strong protest against the visit was made at the diocesan convention of the 

.Russian .Otthodox_Church in_exile._ They_pasaed^a_resolution protesting aealnst the 

Russian visitors posing as the loyal representatives of the Russian Orthodox Church 
and the Russian people. They said that the Moscow group was "a small group of 
people actively collaborating with the Godless Communist government in Russia." 

These refugees from atheistic communism were entirely right and there is a mountain¬ 
ous volume of facts to back up their position, but American church members had been 
too long under the Influence of the pro-communist propaganda which has permeated 
official church circles. The testimony of Peter Deriabin, former Soviet Secret 
Police Officer, proved further the extent to which American churches are being used 
to promote the cause of internationa1 communism, the worst enemy the church has ever 
known. 


In their resolution, these Russian refugees further warned, "We must continue to 
reveal the unspeakable communist atrocities and crimes to God, our suffering. Mother¬ 
land and the world at large. 

"Likewise, we are warning this country, the United States of America, which has 
sheltered us, and all other nations in whose midst the members of our Church are 
residing. We must tell them that the contact with the Communist Agents, under 
whatever guise they pretend to act, is fraught with mortal danger of losing the 
precious blessings of freedom which by the grace of God, this great country and 
other free people are enjoying." Nicolai and his communist delegation suffered 
little trouble from the truthful protests of fellow countrymen who had escaped their 
persecution. The press gave much publicity to the communist "wolves in sheeps' 
clothing" and presented them as true men of God, while practically ignoring the 
protests of those who knew Nicolai and his delegation for what they were. 

We told you the truth then, and we tell you the truth now. Let ub look at some of 
the important facts about Metropolitan Nicolai and the Russian Churches which 
Americans, nn a whole, ignored in 1956. In the first place, the churches in Iron 
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Curtain Countries, are allowed to operate only under control of the communist 
government. In order to operate, they must serve the conmmlat conspiracy propagan¬ 
da cause, true Christian pastors have been murdered, tortured, sent to sLave camps, 
and a few lucky ones deported. The churches In Russia which are cooperating with 
Rational Council leaders, are the churches which have sold out to atheistic 
consnunlsm or were forcibly taken over by the Kremlin butchers. 

Metropolitan Nicolai is a vicious communist conspiracy agent, and he was the same 
in 1956 when he was honored from one end of America to the other. Here are just a 
few excerpts from the fiLthy, vicious lying smear attacks made upon our nation and 
its people by this great friend of the National Council of Churches, Metropolitan 
Nicolai. In 1951, Nicolai said, "Hitler and his servants might well have envied 
General MacArthur and his fellow-champions in the Korean aggression...From the first 
day of the lawless aggression, the American neofascists began a systematic cannibal- 
-—iatic-desttuctlon-of'the ' lower'-Korean-race-.- -What do we see? Cynical-ly-violated—^ 
standards...of human morals. Executions without trial,..Dreadful tortures of 
victims; the cutting off of ears and noses, breasts, putting out of eyes, the break¬ 
ing of arms and legs, the crucifixion of patriots, the burial alive in communal 
graves of women with children at their breasts, etc...children, born in prison, were 
trampled by the soldiers* boots in front of the mother, and then the mother was 
killed,,," Thus spoke the good friend of Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, and other left- 
wing leaders of the powerful National Council of Churches which is trying to dictate 
our nation's foreign policy. 

Many warnings went up around the United States to expose the truth about Nicolai to 
—a11-who were willing-to listen or read. - We knew that-Metropolitan-Nieolei-and the- 
other members of his delegation were faithful representatives of the Kremlin 
murderers, but we did not know that Nicolai.was an agent of the Soviet Secret 
Police. The Kremlin will not send visitors to America except those they feel they 
can trust, and even then every delegation has at least one member of the dreaded 
Secret Police to watch the others. Just how far does this thing have to go before 
the majority of Americans begin to wake up, and especially those in the church 
denominations which are being used to promote communist propaganda? Will they 
have to reach the point of jerking away children from American mothers before we 
awaken? Friends, pray and pray much for our disintegrating nation.

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On April 19, I960, three members of the United States House of Representatives 
delivered lengthy speeches attempting to whitewash the National Council of Churches of 
charges regarding its support of important communist objectives. Several others arose 
to commend them for their efforts. The entire whitewash proceedings covered about 35 
pages of the closely printed Congressional Record Two of the three speakers had record 
of 100 per cent support of the key issues upon which the extreme left-wing ADA(Amer¬ 
icans for Democratic Action) rated representatives last year. The lead-off speaker, 

Mrs. Edith Green of Oregon had a 100 per cent record on the ADA test issues during 
1958 and 1959. Those of you who have studied the important issues facing our nation 
know what the ADA is. It is a rich left-wing action organization which pushes for more 
and more socialistic laws, for more appeasement of Communism, and which opposes 
any Congressional investigations _pf the communist conspiracy* If f ollow ed to the l etter, 
the ADA program would mean the complete end of any sembience of the constitutional 
system left us by our Founding Fathers. It would hasten a communist takeover of 
America. 

In her whitewash speech on the floor of the House of Representatives, Mrs, Edith 
Green applied the usual methods of those loud forces of the left. She quoted from general 
ized statements by left-wing sources in defense of the National Council, and from pro- 
Council clergymen attempting to wipe away the unpleasant facts. She spent a great deal 
of time attacking Billy James Hargis, and claimed she was exposing items from my 
booklet, "The National Council of Churches Indicts Itself on 50 Counts of Treason to 
God and Country, 11 It would take pages to straighten out her mistaken concept of just one 
of these counts. The purpose in this article is not to do this but to present some compar¬ 
atively recent and devastating evidence about the National Council's communist-promoting 
activities. 

The whitewash attempt by Mrs. Green and the other Congresmen was answered by 
Congressman Donald Jackson of California on the next day, April 2G. He did not attempt 
to answer all their double talk and misconceptions. It would have taken all day. Instead* 
he brought in some recent devastating evidence of the National Council’s promotion of 
Communism* Communists^and^pro^Communists. Hg_ stac ked more_evidence on the 
record for the left-wingers to try to double talk out of existence. 

Here is what Mr, Jackson had to say about the three speeches of the day before: 

"On yesterday, three distinguished Members of the House delivered eloquent speeches 
supporting the position of the National Council of Churches in opposition to the Air 
Force manual* The records of some leading spokesmen for the council were spread 
upon the record to demonstrate beyond any question of a doubt that these men who have 
devoted their lives to the service of their churches could not have been Communists. It 
is interesting to note that no such charge has ever been leveled, H Mr, Jackson went on 
to observe that in its efforts to build a new world social order, the National Council has 
selected some strange material, 

A great deal of this strange material wels included in a reading list put out by the 
National Council of Churches during 1957, It included 240 recommended publications, 
and they were listed in a 40-page pamphlet entitled "The Negro American— A Reading 
List. 11 
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In hie April 20 speech on the floor of the United States House of Representatives, 
Congressman Donald Jackson of California presented part of the communist record of 
some of the authors recommended by the National Council of Churches, He pointed out 
that the Stocks in trade 1 'of these authors have been and are "venom, villification of the 
American system, and blasphemy so repugnant that it should not be included in the pages 
of the Congressional Record*" 

The first of these authors is Victor Perlo, The National Council's reading list 
recommended his book, "The Negro in Southern Agriculture" which was published in 
1953 by International Publishers, the communist conspiracy*s major publishing firm 
in our nation, A 1945 United States intelligence agency document revealed that Perlo 
had served as the head of the second most important espionage group in the United States 
government. During 1952 Elizabeth Bentley testified before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee that two espionage rings worked under her, one of which was known as the 
Perlo group, because it was headed by.Victor,£Lerlo,__ L . ~ 

Perlo has been identified as a member of the famous Harold Ware cell* which was 
the first Communist cell to be established within the United States government in the 
early thirties, Victor Perlo invoked the fifth amendment on present and past Comm¬ 
unist Party membership and on espionage activities when he testified before the .Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee during 1953. The report of this subcommittee entitled, 
"interlocking Subversion in Government Departments! 1 described Perlo as "an open 
propagandist for the Soviet world conspiracy," Period book, "American Imperialism" 
which contains vicious smears of the United States was highly praised in the communist 
press. He testified before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee that he was proud 
of this book, Perlo has also written for Soviet publications. You can rest assured that 
his writings are aimed at stirring up strife and trouble in the United States for the 
purpose of aiding the communist conspiracy's plot to enslave us all. 

The second author recommended by the National Council of Churches whom Mr, 
Jackson called to the attention of the House was Herbert Aptheker, His book, f A 
Documentary History of the Negro People in the United States" is on the National 
Council's reading list. Herbert Aptheker is editor of Political Affairs, the comm¬ 
unist conspiracy's official monthly magazine through which directives are issued to 
_ com m u nis ts i n the Unit e d „St,a.t £JHE^i.s^o ne„ a £ ke ywante lie c tuakw r it e r amf 'the^etSK^ “ 

spiraey within our nation. 

Communist conspirator Aptheker is rewriting American history from the comm¬ 
unist conspiracy's twisted viewpoint. Volume 2 of this series was advertised on the 
back of the April issue of Political Affairs, The question comes to mind as to whether 
or not the National Council's 1 pat riotic'Ueaders will recommend this communist version 
of history to the churches. Judging by this 1957 reading list, it appears that they will 
go just as far in this direction as the people will allow. How much farther can they go 
than they have gone in recommending a book by the editor of Communism's official 
monthly in our nation, and one by a known vicious communist espionage agent? ? ? And 
these two are not alii! ! I This reading list is just one of many examples of aid and com¬ 
fort to Communism by the National Council of Churches. Yet, some brainwashed 
preachers write in from time to time insisting that we are accusing the National Council's 
leadership falsely. None are so blind as those who stubbornly refuse to see the truth, 

IVe are afraid that no amount of evidence, regardless of how devastating, will affect 
such people. They appear to be dupes for the duration. 
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Of course, as editor of Political Affairs Herbert / pthelter is a vicious enemy of 
the United Spates of America. While testifying in behalf of the Communist Party before 
the Subversive Activities Control Board in 1952, Aptbeker stated that the Soviet Union 
and Red China were on the side of peace, but that he believed the Government of the 
United States was "the center of war danger in the world* 11 And thus concludes a small 
portion of the information we have on this communist conspirator whose book is rec¬ 
ommended by the National Council's department of racial and cultural relations* 

DuBois 1 book, "Black Reconstruction"^ on the National Council of 
Churches 1 recommended reading list* Here is a portion of the Dubois record given 
on the floor of the House of Representatives on April 20 by courageous Congressman 
Donald Jackson of California's 16th* Congressional district* 

DuBois has served on the faculty of the Communist Party's Jefferson School 
of Social Science* He has beefTa contributing editor for the party 1 s' - magazine^ 

Masses and Mainstream, and has written for other communist publications. In 1954 
he sent his greetings to the Daily Worker on its 30th anniversary* DuBois has been 
associated with over ?5 communist fronts and causes. He was denied a passport by 
the United States government until the Supreme Court's decision opening the pass¬ 
port gates for the conspiracy. 

In 1952, DuBois was awarded the Peace Prize by the Soviet-controlled World 
Peace Council as a reward for his work as chairman of the Peace Information Center, 
a Communist organization established in New York City to disseminate Moscow's 
world peace propaganda in our nation* The next year, 1953, DuBois bestowed on 
Howard Fast a ’’peace" prize which had been awarded him by the World Peace Council, 
and opened the ceremonies at which Paul Robeson was presented with Moscow's peace 
prize* 


After the Supreme Court's passport decision in the Kent-Briehl case, DuBois 
and his wife traveled to the Soviet Union and then, in violation of passport regulations, 
to Red China, In Peking he was given a dinner in honor of his 91st birthday* DuBois 
received many tributes from leading Communists on this occasion. In his speech, 
DuBois praised Red China and the Soviet Union* He called for the people of Africa to 
Xrise and turn to the U.^S.o.R* He also attacked churches^ahd the^clergymen and L 
defamed the United States* DuBois warned the people of Africa as follows: "Beware 
Africa, America bargains for your soul* " While in Red China, DuBois composed a 
poem smearing churches and praising Red China's inhuman Communes* All in all he 
is a strange author to be found on a list sponsored by churchmen who consider them¬ 
selves to be the conscience of American churches* 

The National Council's 1957 recommended reading list also lists several books 
by DuBois* wife, Shirley Graham. She contributes articles to the communist conspir¬ 
acy's official monthly Political Affairs, and also to other communist publications, 
Shirley Graham was a marshal in the Communist Party's 1950 May Day parade, and has 
an extensive record of affiliation with communist fronts and causes* She was identified 
as a member of the Communist Party by Bouis Budenz, former managing editor of the 
Daily Worker.

In the face of all this (and there is much more) the stubbornly blind apologists for the 
National Council of Churches still say it is not so, and that these left-wing clergymen are 
being accused falsely. They are repeating this blanket denial over and over. They set 
up a straw man version of what has been said and knock down their own creation which 
has no relationship to what those exposing these dangerous activities have said. Are 
they using the old strategy of telling a lie over and over until the people believe it? 

Who actually knows what their motives are? ? But, their actions are plainly on record, 
as is shown in this recommended reading list and other voluminous evidence. 

Another of the books recommended on the National Council's 1957 reading list 
is'Tn Henry's Back Yard" by Gene Weltfish and Ruth Benedict. Gene Weltfish has 
an extensive communist front record. She was dismissed from Columbia University in 
1943, after she had accused the United States of waging germ warfare in Korea, and 
invoked the fifth amendment when questioned by a Senate committee regarding her 
membership in the Communist Party, Prior to'her-death in 1948, the co-author of this- 
book, Ruth Benedict, had been associated with over 35 Communist fronts. 

The next recommended writer of the National Council's reading list whose record 
was exposed on the floor of the House cf Representatives on April 20 by Mr. Donald 
Jackson was Gunnar Myrdal, Myrdal is a Swedish socialist who has complete contempt 
for the American system of free enterprise. He was hired by the Carnegie Founda¬ 
tion in 1937 to make an investigation of race relations in America and prepare a report 
on it. The book containing this report, M An American Dilemma* 1 is on the National 
Council of Churches 1 1957 reading list. 

This book defames the Founding Fathers of our country and attempts to dis¬ 
credit the United States Constitution, Here is some of what it had to say about our 
Constitution: ’The 150-year-old Constitution is in many respects impractical and ill- 
suited for modern conditions and---difficult to change, , .Modern historical studies 
of how the Constitution came to be as it is reveal that the Constitutional Convention 
was nearly a plot against the common people. Until recently the Constitution has 
been used to block the popular will, " The "popular will"means socialism to social¬ 
ists and communists* To communists Socialism is merely a prelude to Communism, 

One of the things Myrdal and company did not like about our Constitution was that it 
- .was blocking-sacial-ism^—Of-cou-rseethe Supreme'-Gouxtr^left-wingerCotTgrFs'sT*^*^ 
and a gullible voting public have done much toward tearing down the defenses which 
our Constitution provided against destructive socialism. The National Council's 
1957 reading list is helping to brainwash more people. 

Two books by L. Franklin Frazier are on the National Council's reading list, 
Frazier is head of the department of sociology at Howard University in Washington, 

D*C. He has contributed articles to the communist New Masses, and the files of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee contain 18 citations of Frazier's connec¬ 
tion with Communist causes in the United States. Among these fronts is *he National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties, cited in 1944 by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee as "one of the viciously subversive organizations of the Comm¬ 
unist Party." At a meeting in Washington, D.C* in 1949 he praised Paul Robeson as 
one who Represents the Negro man in the masculine role as a fearless and independ¬ 
ent thinker. " 
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"Our Singing Country' 1 by Alan and John Lomax is on the National Council's 
1957 reading list. Alan Lomax has been associated with 15 or more communist- 
front organizations and has been particularly active as an entertainer for Comm¬ 
unist and pro-Communist gatherings* He served on the board of directors of Peoples 
Songs, a Party entertainment front. 

Benjamin A. Botkin's book* "Lay My Burden Down, a Folk History of Slavery ,f is 
on the National Council's reading list* Botkin has been associated with 15 comm¬ 
unist fronts and causes. In 1948 he signed a statement supporting the Soviet Union 
in opposition to the leaders of the United States. 

These authors exposed on the floor of the House of Representatives write to * 
tear down the American system. Some of them are known communists and espionage 
agents, and as such are totally dedicated to the destruction of our American govern- 

the aid and comfort glverTto such^people ancTTo their~li^ta"hic~ 
ideology by the leadership of the National Council of Churches be exposed?? No 
amount of double talk can explain away these coldly documented facts. 

The ADA minded Congresswoman from Oregon, Mrs* Edith Green, whose white¬ 
wash attempt had been spoiled by Congressman Jackson's factual presentation, arose 
to the floor of the House on April 20 and took issue with Mr. Jackson’s factual pres¬ 
entation, Of course, she could not answer the devastating factual material he pres¬ 
ented, so she tried to make an issue over some minor points, such as the titles of 
obscene books in the National Council’s list* Apparently, Mr. Jackson did not have all the 
titles with him* He named one book, ll Without Magnolias'! and Mrs, Green tried to make 
an issue over it* Representative Scherer stopped this by asking her the simple question 
as to whether or not she believed the book suitable for adults.

IT WASN'T ALL A LONG 'TIME AGO 


One of the alibis used by apologists for the National Council of Churches is that 
the communist front and party-line activities cited as evidence of communist influence 
happened a long time ago* These apc^giots imply that the clergymen drawn into these 
activities years ago are not guilty of such today* In other words, according to them, 
we are merely citing a few isolated incidences of years ago which have no relation-* 
ship to the present ideology or activities of the clergymen in question* The 1957 
reading list exposed in Chapter I was not a long time ago* 

Of course, the Fifth World Order Study Conference sponsored by the National 
Council was not years ago* It was held in Cleveland, Ohio from November 18 to 
November 21, 1958* The delegates to this conference urged that our nation sell out 
the people on China's mainland by recognizing their satanic slavemaatere and admit- 
ting them to the United Nations. These Red Chinese dictators have shattered family 
life for millions of Chinese men, women and children by forcing them into an'animal - 
life existence in Communes. They have tortured and murdered American soldiers, 
and still hold some of them in prison* Prominent leaders of the National Council of 
Churches stand up for this top objective of Red China under the guise that it would 
actually be a Resumption of relationships between the peoples of China and of the 
United States. fl IT WOULD NOTii It would be a degrading act of appeasement of 
Communism which would help the communist butchers tie their chains of oppression 
tighter around the suffering Chinese people. 

About one-third of the 600 delegates to the Fifth World Order Study Conference 
were clergymen. About 88 of these were officers, staff personnel and members of 
the General Assembly of the National Council of Churches. Approximately one-half 
of all the clergymen at the Cleveland conference have been affiliated with one or 
more fronts or organizations which promote the communist line. Their recommen¬ 
dation in behalf of the Red Chinese dictatorship does not indicate any changed ideo¬ 
logy from that which led them into communist fronts or organizations promoting 
communist objectives* 

Now, let's look at an important event which occurred this year. On January 
31, I960 the Southern Conference Educational Fund held a so-called "Civil Rights" 
rally-in the-Asbury-Methodist Churchy-Washington/^ DTC. TflTmTse ting regarding tKiV 
rally was held on December 18. 1959 in the home of Casey and Helen Gurewitz. 

Casey Gurewitz has been identified four times, by four different witnesses, as a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party* His wife, Helen, was identified as a member of the 
Communist Party by Mary Markward. Carl Braden, an exposed communist agent 
and a field officer of the Southern Conference Educational Fund, also attended the 
meeting at the Gurewitz home. 

About a week after this meeting the story of the Southern Conference Education¬ 
al Fund 4 s rally broke in the Communist Worker* At that point, Fulton Lewis, Jr, 
started exposing the operation on his radio broadcast. Digging into its past, he found 
that the Fund was the offspring of the notorious Southern Conference For Human Welfare, 
founded in 1942 by James Dombroski who has also been identified under oath as a comm¬ 
unist, The House Un-American Activities Committee cited the Southern Conference 
For Human Welfare as tt Communist-front organization 'which seeks to attract southern 
liberals on the basis of its seeming interest in the problems of the South/ although its 
•professed interest in southern welfare is simply an expedient for larger aims serving 
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the Soviet Union and its subservient Communist Party in the United States. m 

Carl Braden had reported that panel members for the rally included former 
Maryland Governor Theodore McKeldin, baseball's Branch Rickey, a Baltimore labor 
leader, Mrs, Angela Bambace, and Methodist Bishops G. Bromley Oxnam and Edgar 
A, Love, After Fulton Lewis Jr* exposed the organization's communist affiliations 
Governor McKeldin and Mrs, Bambace cancelled their appearance at the rally. 

Branch Rickey told Mr. Lewis that he had never authorized use of his name, had 
never heard of the group, and disowned the affair without qualifications. The rally 
was originally scheduled to be held in the Vermont Avenue Baptist Church, but after 
Fulton Lewis' exposure of the group the pastor of that church refused to let his church 
serve as a meeting place for the Southern Conference Educational Fund's rally, known 
as a program of the Volunteer Civil Rights Commission, 

The meeting was moved to the Asbury Methodist Church and went off as scheduled

exposure of the communist connections of the group, Methodist Bishops Oxnam and 
Love showed up to lend their names and the prestige of the Methodist Church to this 
infamous communist polluted affair. It is hard to figure how they could have remained 
ignorant of what it was, after all the publicity and after other prominent persons with¬ 
drew or disclaimed any connection with it from the start. The Washington Post 
carried a favorable account of the meeting, without mentioning the true nature of the 
group. Congresswoman Edith Green of Oregon's third district inserted the proceed¬ 
ings in the Congressional Record. 

This was not a long time ago. It was this year - I960. It was not a long time 
ago when the Methodist publication Contact" published a favorable interpretation of 
Nikita Khrushchev's phoney 'disarmament" proposal without even hinting of the com¬ 
plete dishonesty of this murdering communist criminal. It was in the November 15, 
1959 issue. It was not a tong time ago when the President of the National Council of 
Churches wrote the foreword to Jerome Davis' rabidly pro-Soviet book, "On The 
Brink*' It was last year - 1959 that the book was published. It's co-author Jerome 
Davis has over 75 affiliation s with communist fronts and pro-communist enter¬ 
prises. The book is essentially little more than a call for America's surrender to 
the Kremlin, Dahlberg while saying that he did not agree with all the views in the 
~BookT^FecommTnded it as a boo K whose readers^would be "following the road to 
freedom.. .because they will be walking in the way of truth..." 

Vi/e have presented only a few of many examples. Do not be deceived by this 
smoke cloud of confusion which claims that it was all a long time ago. Most of them 
are a little more careful about joining known communist fronts, but we have seen no 
evidence of a change in their ideology which leads them into communist fronts, pro- 
communist enterprises, and party-line activities. Pray for God to awaken the 
people to these false prophets in the churches.

The ^communist conspirators in the United 
States, and around the earth, are jubilant over the

The communist party 
in the United States is clever in that respect They have 
successfully planted communist professors in a great number 
of our American schools to pervert the thinking of American 
youth. One rotten communist in a college can destroy the good 
accomplished by a thousand loyal American Professors 

We have heard noted academic personalities, including 
college presidents and reputed scholars, again and again make 
derogatory public statements about those anti-communists 
engaged in fighting communism in America. Scores and scores 
of college professors who have been called before Congres* 
sional committees have refused to testify about the pro¬ 
communist activities of themselves or their colleagues. Almost 
without exception, every college professor called before con¬ 
gressional committees investigating communist infiltration in 
America, has sought refuge behind the Fifth Amendment, 
refusing to state whether they are or have been members of 
the Communist parry. It is true that there are some militant 
anti-communists on our nation's campuses, but they are 
generally ignored. 

America stands today on a precipice. If we continue our

The Book of Nehemiah very dearly illustrates the fact that 
our God is a God of order When He calls a man to service, 
He follows an orderly procedure which never varies: He gives 
a burden- He issues a call; and He presents an opportunity. 

Nehemiah, a Jewish captive in the land of the enemy, bad 
risen ro a position of importance and trusr. He was the cup¬ 
bearer of the king, Artaxerxes, The man who held this office 
was more than a mere servant who wnfted'Vpon the sovereign; 
he was the one to whose hand the king entrusted his life. In 
those Oriental lands, when intrigue and poison combined to 
destroy the lives of sovereigns, it was the cupbearers business 
to taste the wine and to sample the food before'serving it to 
the king. Thus, he was the man who stood between the king 
and those who would assassinate him. Though Nehemiah held 
this high position of trust, his thoughts and his hearr were 
with the remnant of Jews who were left in rhe home of his 
fathers; and he took advantage of every opportunity to visit 
with any who came from his homeland. On one such occasion 
(Nehemiah 1 ) terrain men had come from Jerusalem, and 
Nehemiah questioned them about the city and the jews re 
main mg there. The reply he received was disheartening, They 
reported that the walls were broken, the gates were burned, 
and rhe people were in great affliction and reproach. So 
moved was Nehemiah when he heard these words that he 
wept, mourned, fasted, and prayed several days, in rhe midst 
of his own opulent life and hi$ own position of trust, Nc- 
hemiah was burdened because the holy city lay in ruin. 

No man is ever called of God until he is burdened of God, 
No man goes forth wirh power to win souls unril he knows 
what it means to be lose The Christian who has no care for 
the conditions of the world around him, no concern for men 


worked in this instance, but it will be in a manner just as 
sure and clear. The same God Who touches our hearts is 
also able to touch even the heart of the ungodly 10 accomplish 
.His purpose, In Gods hand, any man, willing or unwilling, 
will become a tool in His plan. 

There must always be a reasonable survey of any work 
done by a Christian. God knows the cost involved in fulfilling 
His purpose, bur He also expects us to know it. He wants us 
to survey the work to find out the cost and discover the best 
method to employ. This is Scriptural principle. Our lord said 
rhat a man intending to build a tower, or a king going forth 
to battle, should sir down and count the cost to be sure there 
are enough resources to finish the job (Luke 14:28-33J 

Nehemiah did not stop with the survey. His second step 
was organization. Beginning with the priests, Nehemiah sys¬ 
tematically assigned to each group of citizens a portion of the 
wall which was near rhe section of rhe dry in which rliey had 
resided, Thar was a wise arrangement. A man would naturally 
be more enthusiastic in that which touched his own interest 
and in that porrion of rhe wall adjacent to his own dwelling. 

But organization is still nor enough in God’s work, h is 
necessary co have inspiration and example, God's people must 
be moved to do God's work. Nehemiah was particularly out¬ 
standing in rhis area. By his own presence and the attitude 
of his heart, rhis one man inspired many men to do a great 
work. Bear in mind that he'had left a life of ease and a place 
of Wnor at rhe side of the king to return ro this land, aban¬ 
doned except by rhe pitiful remnant who bad been left behind 
ar the time of the captivity 

Nehemiah’s inspiration had ns source in the burden of a 
hearr on fire for the Lord The man who is nor sold on rhe 
job himself can never sell another on that job. The preacher 
who accomplishes the most for God is nor necessarily the one 
who preaches the best sermons, rather, he is the man who 
leads his members to be soul-winners. 


who are lost, will never be a soul-winner. Before one can be 
greatly used of God, he must have a burden from God. The 
burden may come as he observes world conditions, as he reads 
in the Word of God of the judgment reserved for those who 
reject God's Son, or as he prays and beholds Christ upon the 
Cross dying for sin, 

When men look at condi i ions around them, they are prone 
to say, "Why doesn't someone do something abour it?" God 
answers, "Why don't you do something?" Not only did Ne¬ 
hemiah feel burdened for his people back jn Jerusalem, he 
felt called to do someth mg abour the situation. He seems to 
have secretly purposed in his heart that he would ask royal 
permission to return to his homeland. Because of his position 
of trust, the king would be reluctant co give him leave. So 
Nehemiah prayed that God would grant him mercy in the 
kings sight. 

When a man is called to a certain task, God will work 
out all the details involved. One day when the cupbearer was 
executing his duties the king noticed that he had a sad 
countenance. Now it was an offense, punishable by death, to 
appear in the royal presence with any signs of sadness. How¬ 
ever, because of his affection for Nehemiah,. the king kindly 
inquired the reason for his sorrow. With a prayer in his heart, 
Nehemiah explained the cause of his grief and requested 
permission to return to Jerusalem and rebuild the dry, h was 
somewhat of a risk to his own life for the king to permit 
this man to leave; but God willed that the walls of Jerusalem 
be rebuilt, and where God wills, no man can stand in the way 
God moved the heart of the pagan king; and Nehemiah was 
not only granted a leave of absence, but he was also given 
supplies and protection. God always gives good measure, 
pressed down, and running over. 


God's work js always the object of opposition, mockery, 
and scorn on the pan of those who are not interested m the 
work or by those who are unwilling ro pay rhe necessary price. 
As work progressed on rhe wall, the enemy scorned the work, 
conspired to hinder it, and sought ro divert Nehemiah and 
the people. All other efforts fading, Sanbnlht and the group 
associated with him sent for Nehemiah ro come down and 
discuss the situation. Neheminh's reply (6:5) is a classic in 
rhe Word of God: "J am doing a great work, so that 1 cannot 
come down: why sV.uk) rhe work cease, whilst i leave it, and 
come down ro you? ” 

The same God Who called Nehemiah is the God Who 
calls ns today, If we fear ridicule and criticism, we are not 
candidates for God's army, He Who gavtr them the victory 
in rhar time of strife and declension will strengthen us. The 
enemy will try ro hinder or cause the work ro cease* but rhe 
One Who heard and answered Nehemiah s prayer will hear 
and answer His faithful servants now. We are called to a 
great work, and we cannot afford to hearken to rhe jeers and 
threats of the enemy When God sets an open door before us, 
no man will be able to dose it (Revelation 3:8),

I JHui the fact that Joel is a brief book dots not mean that 
■Hoot a wonderfully stimulating, revealing, and profitable 
As a matter of fact, most of the books that have 
revolutionized the life of the world have been little more 
than pamphlets, (One major exception is that wash tub full 
of stuff by Karl Marx, Das KapilaL) 

The Four Gospels were, originally, pamphlets. And so 
were the Epistles. And there are Thoreaus Civil Disobedience, 
Mackinder's Geographic Pivot of History, and the original 
statement of Einsteins Special Theory of Relativity. Old 
Voltaire used to say that “it is always the little books, packed 
with emotions, aflame with passion, that do rhe business/ 1 
And of course, to keep balanced, they “do the business" 
when they are not packed with emotions, as in the cases of 
Mackinder and Einstein. 

And so, the facr that a truck load of straw is bigger than 
a stick of dynamic does not necessarily mean that there h 
more power in the straw. 

Anyhow, we are not to decisively judge the qualiry and 
importance of a book (or a sermon, or a speech) by its 
length. 

And this is especially true of the Book of Joel, as Joel 
himself emphasizes. 

Hear this , ye old men > and give ear t dl ye inhabit - 
ants of the land. Hath this been in your days, or 
even tn the days of your fathers? 

Tell ye your children of it 4 and let your children 
tell their children, and their children another genera¬ 
tion. 

— J :2f. 

And so —- 

He is about to write about something more wonderful 
and important than anything that anybody had seen and 
heard in the days of the fathers. 

That is certainly an extraordinary statement. What had 
the fathers seen and heard? God speaking to Moses from a 
burning bush at the back side of the desert; Moses rod 
turning into a snake; the Nile turned to blood; rhe plagues 
of the dead fish, the frogs, the lice, the flies, the murrain 
upon the cattle, the boils, the fire and hail; darkness so thick 
that you could fee! it everywhere — but in Cohen, where it 
was light; the dearh of all the firstborn nor behind the blood; 
Pharaoh and his army drowned in the Red Sea; the A1 
mighty in a pillar of cloud by day, a pillar of fire by 


that he is going to speak of things more wonderful than 
all of chat. 

Now 1 very well know that some of the best Bible students 
who read this arc going to say that this is reading roo much 
into these opening words of Joel. It is going too far. Joel has 
in view nothing more than the famine devouring the land at 
the time; it is this famine the like of which the fathers have 
never seen or heard. 

And I very much respect this objection. 

But, ai the same time, the Book of Jod doses with 
wonders such as the fathers never saw or heard, as we shall 
see when we get there. While I am, of course, not dogmatic 
about ir p 1 believe that rhe context gives these opening words 
a wider meaning — as I have suggested — than' nearly all 
the commentators give them. 

The Book of Joel is no ordinary book.

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KHRUSHCHEV: RECONNAISSANCE 
FLIGHT TO SVERDLOVSK 


Considering the popular {and entirely accurate) picture 
of the "iron curtain," the severe security measures adopted by 
the Communist regime, the "shooting to kill" of any and all 
planes — civil, military or tourist flights that "violate" the 
sacred air space over Russia, or Azerbajan or Tiflis, there 
should have been less excitement in the Press over one more 
such shoottng L when an American reconnaissance plane was 
downed by anti-aircraft fire, probably an AA-missile. The 
retrogression to savagery since World Wat 1 is made plain 
again, by this incident. The world of Edward VH — or Fraru 
Josef of Austria was a relatively genteel, civilized world. 
Only rhe Comanches and Apaches hunted down a Trespasser 
and scalped him. Ic cook the outbreak of war to tighten normal 
frontier and security measures. 

The Bolshevik successors to the Czars have seen fit to 
carry lethal measures into every category of human relations: 
for them it is war, cold and hot, savage, relentless, merciless 
war since the Commies sneaked into power. The shooting 
down of unarmed planes is a war measure. And the recon¬ 
naissance flight that culminated in this shooting is also a war 
measure. And that was all the explanation or philosophizing 
that was officially required of that situation. 

Instead, the liberal Press, the cripto-commumsr appeasers, 
the one worldcrs, the draft-dodging do-gooders combined to 
raise excursions and alarums, that tend to blow up the incident 
beyond reasonable proportions Typical of the journalistic 
vagaries, pouring on the breakfast tables of the Nation is the 
following sample of totally exaggerated, yellow journalism: 

" . . . World shocked at Spy Plane incident. Western 
and Eastern capitals reverberated with a shock today 
at news that a United States reconnaissance plane 
flew over Russia, . , . ,H 

1 did not know that the World could still be "shocked"! 
They remained fairly calm and collected when Russian — 
Mongoloid troops murderously quelled the Hungarian up* 
risings. For years, they failed to get excited about endless 
Russian espionage cases from Canada to Italy; they have 
already forgotten about Hiss, Pontecorvo, McLean, Burgess 
and Abel — the rhefr of our atomic secrets by a Russian- 
American-Canndian spy ring, the subversion of Judith Coplon, 
the assassination of Kriviuky, the Sorge spy ring in Shanghai 
and Tokyo etc, the endless, relentless Kremlin-directed espio* 
nage operations throughout the globe. Why should Western 
Capitals be "shocked" by this flight? Of course, they were not 
shocked (as is evident below) — it is only the lurid reporters, 
filling their quota of expensive verbiage. 

French comments: , . . The way Russia is exploiting 

the incident is to pin blame in advance for any summit failures 
{that are expected anyway)." German comments: "... 
Exploitsrion of a routine intelligence incident showed how 
little Russia was interested in a relaxation of tension." Con¬ 
versely, it may as well be conceded rhar this "routine intelli¬ 
gence flight" might have been postponed temporarily instead 
of furnishing the Kremlin a superb propaganda subject. — 


The open American admission is nothing to admire either; it 
is largely credited to Secretary Mr. Her ter. Ir is an example of 
the civilian mind dealing with a military, technical subject 
Espionage agents that run into trouble are always disavowed. 
A British view (wirh which I fully agree): 41 , , . Long before 
the United States came into being, the cardinal point of 
espionage, has been chat an agent is expendable. Why did 
the US. Government admit it? The fate of a nation is above 
the fate of an individual. If yon are going ro act like amateurs 
— get out of the espionage business altogether ..." 

Khrushchev s phony indignations can be dismissed as com¬ 
pletely dishonest. The record of Bolshevik perfidy is un¬ 
paralleled in modern history. The Russians do not need to fly 
over the US. for photographic reconnaissance They can steal 
our secrets with relative impunity. They have something that 
no would-be conqueror in history ever possessed: a scientific¬ 
ally organized web of espionage, treason and subversion within 
the target country, rhe national Communist parries in every 
one of the Western democracies. The "atomic secrets," the 
deterrent which rhe West hopefully counted on, did not 
remain "exclusive" for very long: rhey were stolen by Russian 
espionage agents, aided and abetted by local Commies, the 
local fifth column , 

As of May 10th, this year, rhe House Un-American 
Activities Committee interrogated Colonel Tisler, the Military 
Attache of rhe C zee ho-Slovakian Embassy in Washington who 
defected the Embassy and sought political asylum in this 
country. His testimony must be read against rhe background 
of Khrushchev's phony indignation viz: " . . . The Czecho¬ 
slovak Embassy is used for clandestine intelligence activities. 
Attempts were made to recruit American citizens as 'agents', 
and obtain classified materials related to American military 
developments, 

"Five Czech officers were assigned to this work, four in 
Washington and one to the United Nations. About 45% of 
the personnel at the Embassy and of the Czech delegation 
to the United Nations were engaged in some type of intellh 
gence activity 

"Typical of this work was the Embassy contact wirh an 
American Communist Ancon Krechmarek This traitor had 
several meetings wirh the Czech Ambassador Mr, Petrzelka. 

"Another of their contacts was one Charles Musil the 
ediror of a Czech-language news paper, "Nova Doba" pub* 
hsbed in Chicago. Musil acted as an "intermediary" for the 
Ambassador with the American Communist Party. The 'Nova 
Doba 4 is Communisr dominated and generally follows the 
line of the international Communist movement . , . 

The use of Embassies and diplomatic personnel for in¬ 
telligence (espionage) work is almost commonplace, tn this 
decade of treason. The Sorge espionage ring, in Tokyo, was 
Kremlin directed and its personnel (on exposure) found 
refuge in the Russian Embassy. McLean and Burgess were 
members of the British Embassy in Washington. The famous 
Canadian espionage case exposed the Russian Attache of 
Ottawa as the center of atomic thefts. The readers can con 
fidently accept the summation of the Chairman of the House 
Un American Activities Committee, Rep. Francis E. Walter

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HISTORY OF SUMMIT SELLOUTS 

by Harry T , E veringham 

Our greatest problem at the Summit is to keep from being 
disarmed by the Communists to further their aims. 

Rev. K ♦ writes; 'Even though the U.S.S.R. may not be 
sincere in their offer to disarm and outlaw nuclear weapons, 
don't we have to meet with them at the Summit to prove to 
the world that we are not warmongers?" 

Dear Rev. K; That's what politicians think, but we have 
lost every Summit metcing yet, 

Since 1953 when we agreed to recognize Russia, the Krem¬ 
lin has broken nearly every promise made to us. Litvinov 
promised then that they would end Communist Party sub¬ 
version in the LL S. They did not do so — today the CP. is 
still undermining our government. But through our recogni¬ 
tion, they brought in ambassadors, consuls and staff personnel 
who were nothing more than Soviet spies and couriers pro¬ 
tected by diplomatic immunity. 

At Teheran (November, 1 943) we agreed to stop aiding 
Mikhailovich in favor of Tito — thus Yugoslavia was lost 
They agreed to establish the Polish border ar the Ribbemrop 
line, leaving half of Poland to Russia and the remainder "un¬ 
resolved” 

At Yalta (February, 1945) they agreed that ihe "unresolved" 
half of Poland would hold "free elections" under the direction 
of Russia. They were never held. There Germany was divided 
up, half to Soviet Russia and half to England, France and the 
U.S, combined It was also agreed char the Soviet should free } 
Czechoslovakia, They seized it from within. : 

At Potsdam (July, 1945) the Kremlin agreed to draw up a J 
Peace Treaty with Germany. Fifteen years have gone by - 
still no treaty s and no peace. It was also agreed to divide j 
Austria into occupation zones. Soviet forces used coercion [ 
against workers and officials in their zone and took Austrian 
prisoners to Russia as slave laborers. 

Laterals "pay" to get out of Austria, Russia demanded and [■ 
gor $150 million in Austrian goods —also 10 million metric J 
tons of Austrian crude oil. 

In 1947 treaties were signed between U.S., Great Britain i 
and the Sovier over Hungary, Bulgaria and Romania to "take J 
all measures necessary to secure ail persons under . . . jurisdic- f 
tion for the enjoyment of human rights and of the funda- j 
mental freedoms, including freedom of expression, of press 1 
and publication, of religious worship, of political opinion, and j 
of public meetings." Again the Kremlin reneged. 

At Geneva (July, 1955) they agreed to re-uni fy Germany, j 
That same year, Soviet Russia forced abandonment, of this - 
project. It was also agreed that international disarmament be 
implemented through the Umted Nations, Were it not for the 
Hungarian Revolt, we might have been lured into early accept¬ 
ance of a suicidal disarmament plan. Only the dying cries of 
martyrs warned us. 

Whar mtisr the world think of os when we still go to these 
Summit conferences? Are we led by petty politicians who 
only put on a show? What we need are statesmen who will de¬ 
mand that the Soviet Union honor their past agreements 
before we honor their conference table with our presence! 

Khrushchev tells his people, "You should not take seriously 
treaties made with the Imperialists." Stalin said, "Words must 
have no relationship to action." Lenin said, "Promises, like 
pie crusts, are made to be broken." 

Wouldn't it be a better policy for us to keep the world 
reminded of the many agreements the Soviet Union has made 
and broken? Then world opinion would be with us when we 
refuse to meet for other Summit talks until the Kremlin's 
past agreements have been kept!

"COMMUNISTS ENCOURAGE BLOC VOTING" 

Two months ago in this column wc discussed the communist conspiracy’s 
plans for influencing our I960 elections. Across this nation the communist 
conspirators, their sympathizers, and left-wing dupes are busily engaged in 
organizing support for communist objectives in what communists consider to 
be ' an extremely important election'*, and possibly a "decisive" one. This 
means that America's cruel enemies figure that Communism's eventual triumph 
in our nation could be assured by the results of this year's elections. 

The May, I960 issue of the Communist Party’s official monthly, Political 
Affairs, contained four feature articles devoted to giving the conspirators 
information on progress in promoting their objectives in America's I960 
political struggles. One of these articles is emit led, "The Negro People and the 
I960 Elections." In This article, other articles in the May Political Affairs, and 
in direclives over the pasr several years the communists have been pre-occupied 
with the election of more Negroes to office at all levels of government. Why 
all this interest in the Negro race? Those who understand this conspiracy know 
that it is not because of any real interest in the Negro as a human being. For 
over 35 years the communists have been interested in the American Negro 
masses as a potential tool for use in the destruction of America. 

To communist conspirators a reform is merely a tool for use in further¬ 
ing the communist plot to enslave mankind. In ’Foundations of Leninism" 
Stalin said that . . * it is not a matter of reforms or of compromises and 
agreements, but of the use people make of reforms and compromises. * He 
went on to instruct the conspirators that, "The revolutionary will accept a 
reform in orderto use it as an aid in combining legal work with illegal work, 
to intensify, under its cover, the illegal work for the revolutionary preparation t 
of the masses for the overthrow of the bourgeoisie.'* Taking this out of com¬ 
munist double-talk, k means ro United States communists that the sole purpose 
of any so-called reform is as a tool in the plot to overthrow our government. This 
is what Communism's fake concern over American Negroes means today. 

Communist leaders are interested in getting Negro candidates elected to 
office because they feel their policies and voting records, as a whole, will be 
more favorable to communist objectives. They expect and encourage a Negro 
bloc vote which will support candidates put forward by the NAACP whose 
work they praise consistently for reasons we have given in Christian Crusade 
broadcasts and printed literature. In the May Political Affairs article men¬ 
tioned above. the communists credited the NAACP with "playing a pivotal 
role" In America's ever-increasing racial strife. They quoted approvingly from 
a document they say was released at last year’s NAACP convention. It said 
that: "The potential power of the Negro vote is popularly underestimated/' 

The communists expressed satisfaction over "several developments in which 
Negro Democrats and Republicans have found common cause ... in the 
political arena/* They described a Negro political operation in Memphis last 
year as an "outstanding" example, in a city election there, Negroes united 
force s and put an a I h N egro si a te in r he field. The co mmu n is ts said t h at 
one of the candidates almost won and received "the highest vote in the 
South since the days of Reconstruction/* This article urged conspirators to 
study the "Memphis experience" because "in it may be a pattern which may 
eventually emerge th mug hour rhe whole South/ 1 The enemies of America 
considered a Midwest Conference held in Chicago "a few weeks ago" very 
important. They said that this conference "called for the building of Voters' 
Leagues everywhere * . /* 

Among the things recommended at this Midwest Conference which the 
communists quoted approvingly was 'A continuous door-to-door registration 
program'* among Negroes. They were pleased with "the building of a powerful 
organization of Negro workers*' by A. Philip Randolph, a veteran communist 
frontier. The communists consider Randolph's proposed march upon both major 
party conventions as a favorable development. They seem certain that a large Negro 
bloc vote wiJJ advance their plot ro enslave America. Race hatred is not the answer 
ro this grave peril. Intelligent Christian Negroes do not want their people to be 
used as a faceless bloc vote >n behalf of pro-communist politicians, fr is high 
time that patriotic Americans talk with and work with thinking Negroes to 
stop these evil plans of communism and its left-wing allies. Nothing is gained 
by pushing them further into the pro-communist camp.

By letter dated 8-19-60 Hargis advises that he feels compelled to 
warn the Director of the efforts being made by the National Council of Churches' 
(NCC) apologists to obtain a statement from the Director which they can misuse 
to whitewash pro-communist activities by clergymen in the United States. He 
indicates that some have written to the Director for an opinion regarding the 
alleged communist infiltrations into the National Council of Churt;hes. 


Hargis enclosed a few pieces of recent literature, one a magazine 
entitled "Christian Crusade" for, July, 1960, which indicates that Arkansas 
Governor Orval E.-Faubus was the keynote speaker at the Tulsa Conference and 
that Hargis was Governor Faubus' guest while in Little Rock in June, 1960. 


In view of Hargis' generalized reference to a letter written by 
the Director several year? ago which was misused, it is not possible to determine 
the incident to which he is referring. For a number of years allegations have 
been made by a number of people, including some clergymen, to the effect 
that the NCC has been infiltrated by communists.* Although we have never con¬ 
ducted an investigation of the NCC, as such, we have kept.abreast of the efforts 
of the Communist Party (CP), USA, 'to infiltrate this organization through our 
over-all investigations of the CP, USA, and communist efforts to infiltrate mass- 
type organizations; It does not appear from the information we have developed that 
the CP, ,USA, is dictating thapolicies of the NCC today. ly

T have been worried for some time about so-called Christian radio stations, I can 
name you no leas than ten or twelve \so-called Christian radio stations in the United 
States that will not program anti-comunisfc broadcasts. If you are really Christian. 
as you tell your constituency, why, then, aren't you anti-communist? The church shoul 
be In the forefront fighting communism rather than \m ting to apologise to it or com¬ 
promise with it.

Sermon preached in Saint John's 
Episcopal Church, Fort Worth, 
Texas, Sunday, April 23, 1961, by 
The Rev* John R, Leatherbury, 
Rector, 


The Vestry has asked me to Talk on 
the National Council of Churches. T will 
endeavor to tell you what the National 
Council of Churches stands for. 1 am in 
no way speaking as an authority, 1 am 
nor speaking for the Diocese of Dallas 
f am speaking for mysdf as a priest of 
28 years — 1 am speaking as your rector 
of 14 years And after J have given some 
of the salient thovights of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ, then 1 shall 
give you John R. Learherbury, 

First, we must remember that there arc 
two organ tzations that go by the name of 
the NATIONAL COUNCIL. We must 
straighten this out first. The National 
Council of the Episcopal Church are duly 
elected officers of the E* iscopal Church 
with The Rt. Rev Arrhm Lichtenberger, 
the pres ling Bishop, as the presiding 
officer. The National Council of the 
Episcopal Church runs the business of the 
Episcopal Church throughout this part of 
God s kingdom. 

We are now talking about the National 
Council of Churches of Christ. This is an 
organ hat ion created in 3950 with head¬ 
quarters in New York with a budget of 
$13,000,000* k started out on a very ethi¬ 
cal plane — we were very happy. It was 
to be like a Criss-Cross* If you have ever 
used a Criss-Cross for the telephone or 
directory you were able ro trace down and 
find out who lived where, and then you 
were able to contact them and find out 
more about them if you so desired. The 
National Council of Churches of Christ 
was to be that type thing* It was to be 
an interchange of ideas, At no time was 
it to be a Super Church. At no time was 
it to make pronouncements. It was to be 
a cooperating agency wherein all of the 
churches could cooperate and might have 
an interchange about missionary problems 
and situations throughout the world. 

We got into the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in 1950. The National 
Church took us in without consulting the 
various parishes ot priests. We didn't 
have a chance to vote to get in* We don't 
have to vote to get out. There seems to 
be the suggestion that rhe only way that 
we can get out is that we must ’memor- 
ialke General Convention 1 ' to let us out. 
THAT IS NOT TRUE* The only thing 
that you and 1 have ever gotten into that 
we cannot get out of is our families. We 
had nothing to do with getting inro our 
families-—many of us were lucky — and 
we are there*

The National Council of Churches, in 
the last several years, has felt called upon 
to speak on every subject It has been 
very controversial! The National Council 
in the last 5 weeks has spoken on; capi¬ 
tal punishment, artificial insemination 
(which means birth control), medicine 
for the aged, against the movie "Opera 
tion Abolition" and they CONTINUE 
TO SAY THEY SPEAK FOR 40,000, 
000 PEOPLE! 

"It is an organization or agency 
though which Protestant and Or¬ 
thodox churches express their com¬ 
mon faith in Jesus Christ and 
cooperate to focus the light of that 
faith on all phases of American 
life t The Council policies are de¬ 
cided by an Assembly. These poli¬ 
cies are expressed through pro¬ 
nouncements.** 

And even though the pronouncements 
come out we constantly say they do not 
affect us! But when we have 32 repre 
sentatives on this Council, and when we 
spend $500,000 per year, they had BET¬ 
TER speak for usi I bring that up because 
we are constantly saying that the Episco* 
pal Church gives the National Council 
of Churches $25,000 per year. Now this 
is Church finance, you see. We gave over 
$500,000 last year! Don't take my word 
for it* It is in the 1959 Annual Report 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, start¬ 
ing on page 48. Now, you see if a banker 
were to make a mistake of $475,000 
something might happen to him! Church 
Finance seems to be different. In fact, 
there is a saying "when is a business man 
not a business man*" And the answer is, 
"when he is a Vestryman of the Episco¬ 
pal Church". 

And so we find ourselves very much 
in this thing. 

"It passes pronouncements. A pro¬ 
nouncement is a statement of policy 
or a position, or affirmation of con - 
viction, formally approved by the 
General Board or General Assam *■ 
hly. It expresses a substantial pre¬ 
ponderance of Gejseral Board opin¬ 
ion. And there is a strong weight 
of ethical, moral or religious prin¬ 
ciple in support of the view ex¬ 
pressed" 

The General Assembly is made up of 
443 clergymen, 251 laymen You see, the 
clergy are very generous with your money 
We use the money of the laity and we 
have twice as many members on the 
Board as do the laity. We are ordained 
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to conrrol these things. It is very gener¬ 
ous of yon to give your money into our 
keeping. We know we have your semis. 
And if we were to mess up your souls 
the way we mess up your money MAY 
GOD HAVE MERCY UPON YOUR 
SOULS! 

Well, The National Council of 
Churches of Christ has found itself, in 
the last several days, the object of ridicule 
— the object of questioning. And 1 do 
not plan 10 get into whether or not there 
are Communists in the National Council 
of Churches, Where you have 40,000,000 
people there is the bare possibility that 
a Communist might sneak in! We have 
on the Board 10 bishops, we have 10 
priests, we have 6 laymen, and 6 lay- 
women. We have 52 votes —again the 
clergy out-voting the Jay men and the Jay- 
women 20 to 12. One of the bishops 
who represents us on rhe National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches is the controversial Bis¬ 
hop of California; another one is the 
Bishop of Bethlehem who is taking j, 
Edgar Hoover to task about capital pun¬ 
ishment. And 1 assure you, of the two, I 
imagine J. Edgar Hoover knows "jusr a 
bit more" about capital punishment than 
does the Bishop of Berhlehem, Pa. Two 
of the clergy who are on this Board are 
extreme liberals, and one belongs to 14 
organ uarions which are on the Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities lisr, which are known nor 
to be sympathetic toward the American 
way of life. There are 32 people speaking 
for 2,123,110 Episcopalians! These 32 
people have more say and more authority 
than rhe General Convention! See, it is 
like the UN. The UN has more say for 
us than our own Government 

We find ourselves in a group that 
started out glorious It was to be an ex¬ 
change of ideas. Christian brothers were 
to get together and have a mu coal ex¬ 
change. The Episcopal Church is in k. 
Do they speak for ME? Do they speak 
for US? I would say that since we have 
32 voting members, since we have been 
in it for over 10 years, since we have paid 
$500,000 a year, I would say YES, THEY 
PROBABLY SPEAK FOR US, 

Now, there are several things rhat are 
controversial, I do not plan to debate 
socialized medicine; people more capable 
than I can do that, I do nor plan to de¬ 
bate the Ethnic problem; that has been 
debated by people not as intelligent as L 
One of the problems that the National 
Council of Churches of Christ has spon¬ 
sored is "the breaking down of neighbor¬ 
hoods", 1 would buy a nice home in 
Tangle wood or wherever your nice home 
might happen to be, then I would move 
into this home my negro custodian, if 
I had one. I do not have one. I do not 
plan to do that, but we have been told 
how to break down your neighborhood! 


Now, there is one problem that worries 
me, brethren, and that is the problem of 
literature. The NCC has put out a bulle¬ 
tin, a reading list, suggesting some of the 
reading which would be "good for our 
children to read". It is called "The Negro 
American — A Reading List." One of 
rhe books on that Jisr is called "Color 
Blind" and I direct your attention to 
pages 104-105. I recommend that maid¬ 
ens not read it, or high school boys 
and girls nor read it, because J have slept 
with it under my pillow for 3 days so 
that my teenagers would’t even re<? it! IT 
SS DISGUSTING! Another one of these 
famous books is "Without Magnolias", 
These books are in the Public Library! 
Then another book is "The Walls Came 
Tumbling Down", This literature has 
been recommended to our young people, 
they have been asked to read it, IT'S 
FILTH, IT S DISGUSTING! Men at the 
19th hole at the Country Club wouldn't 
even mention rhese subjects. 

Another thing that the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches has done is that they have 
asked rhat the clergy not show the movie 
"Operation Abolition" because they main¬ 
tain that the Un-American Activities 
Committee and the FBI have "framed" 
this film. Now, Mr, J. Edgar Hoover is 
not running for any job, he has it made 
I chink. Read his book "Masters of De¬ 
ceit" and you'll find out whether or not 
any Communists have gotten into the 
Church. The Bishop of the Diocese got 
quire concerned about the movie "Opera¬ 
tion Abolition". He wrote Mr J. Edgar 
Hoover May I quote his letrer from Mr. 
Hoover;

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THE EICHMANN TRIAL : CUI BONO? 

The most sensational murder trial in the history of the 
world has occupied the head-line space of the international 
press. Opinions, pro and con, arc on the printed record: 
some feel that the arrest and abduction, in the realm of 
the sovereign State of Argentina, is juridically untenable 
and even dangerous; some feel that for one State to reach 
into the jurisdiction of another for an act of revenge (no 
matter how justifiable) establishes a precedent which de¬ 
stroys the concept of political asylum, and some fed that 
it opens the way for a ruthless superstate, like Russia, 
to do likewise wjth political opponents. In fact, this was 
done in the murder of Trotsky in Mexico. 

There is little argument that the accused represents a 
monstrous era, the Hitlerian mass-murder, or that Jewry can 
be blamed for exacting a belated, though repetitious retribu¬ 
tion. On the other hand, the Waf-Cnmes Tribunals and 
subsequent judicial punitive actions in West Germany have 
tried and convicted the master-minds of genocide. This is 
a plain case of whipping a dead horse — Hitler. The ques¬ 
tion arises immediately as to the purpose and the calculated 
or incidental effect of this trial, staged with all the fanfare 
and techniques of modern communications media. The 
ancient Roman query: "Cui Bono 1 ' is almost inescapable: 

' Who will benefit” from this sudden exposure? The Roman 
law, basis of Western jurisprudence, shrewdly looks for the 
"profit motive, the beneficiaries” in an otherwise obscure 
action. We confess to complete bafflement A revival of 
the Hitler horrors is bound to boomerang on West Ger¬ 
many, which has made superhuman efforts to make restitu¬ 
tion : Hundreds of millions of dollars have poured into 
Israel, in war damages and claims. Continuous Court actions 
are in process to punish responsible Nazis connected with 
concentration camps and other crimes, 

By comparison, the absolutely identical ‘programs” of 
Czars and Commissars, the mass murders in the Ukraine, 
the equally horrible Russian slave camps in Siberia, etc. 
were not equated at any time, in the national or foreign 
press. 

Responsible Israeli are aware of the inflammatory po¬ 
tential of this trial. President David Ben Girnon was 
emphatic in his declaration : *\ * . Modern Germany, the 
Germany of Adenauer and the Social Democrats is not 
Hitler's Germany . . /\ The Israel Minister of Justice, Dr. 
Pinhas Rosen stated * ”, * , The people of Israel know 
precisely that a distinction must be made between Hitler's 
era and West Germany today. The Eicbmann trial will be 
useful to educate other nations not to become embroiled 
in a similar guilt , , 

West German officials have been aware, of course, of 
the implications of this sensational event. Chancellor Dr. 
Adenauer appeared on a television program, speaking as 
follows: ”.. . We have been troubled in our mind, after the 
collapse of the Hitler regime, how we could eradicate the 
poisonous remnants of this tragedy. Our feeling was one of 


shame and bitter remorse We immediately offered the wid¬ 
est reparation for the Hitler victims. In 1952 we formulated 
a program of direct help in the development of the State 
of Israel. This has been mutually satisfactory. Then we 
started to work on our own reconstruction, We have shifted 
from the nightmare of 'National-Socialism' to a state 
based on Law and Order - T " . 

He pointed out to American reporters at a Press Confer¬ 
ence* that , . Eichmann was not a German national, hence 
nor subject to the German Courts, now handling war crimes. 
There is no doubt rhar the trial will engender damaging 
repercussions. We will have to bear them patiently , , /' 
Willy Brandt, Mayor of Berlin and candidate for the 
upcoming national elections (the opponent of Dr, Aden¬ 
auer), also commented on the Eichmann process: ". . , It 
is our duty to acquaint our younger generation with just 
what took place in those tragic years ... as an object 
lesson in tyranny. On the other hand, we in Germany need 
not be afraid of this trial and assume general responsibility 
for the crimes depicted. We must be especially alert not 
to unload responsibility for this era on the German Youth 
of today, which had no connection with these crimes of 
State. The new electorate voting this fall, were only four 
years old, when the war ended in I?45 . * , kT 

American opinion is difficult to assess. We may have 
picked the wrong editorial — but we like the "National 
Review," a sharp, biting journalism that flickers with the 
luster of literature, the classic "belles left res” with under¬ 
tones of frustrated bitterness. "There is underway a 
studied attempt to cast suspicion on Germany." Note a 
letter to the New Statesman (whatever values one cares to 
assess to letter-writers) . . , "Adenauer's aims of rearming 
Germany, opposing an East-West settlement, have the same 
aims that Hitler had before the war,” Drang Mach Osten

"NONE OF THESE THINGS MOVE ME" 

* It is interesting how God chooses different men for differ- 
cm tasks. He chooses some men to write good music. The 
Spirit of God couched the heart of Charles "Wesley with song, 
and some of our greatest church hymns came from his pen. 
The same Spirit chose John Wesley to preach. Together these 
men were used of God to organize the great revival movement 
of their day. George Whitefidd was chosen to be the great 
firc-bcand preacher He had so tender a voice that he could 
pronounce the word “Mesopotamia" in a fashion to make men 
weep, God chooses men according to their gifrs, and He uses 
them for His glory to accomplish His purpose in the age in 
which He calls them to live. Ir has been said that all God needs 
in any generation is all of one man. If God calls us to a task, 
we may be sure God has fitted us to that task. He always 
chooses the right instrument. 

In the life and ministry of the Apostle Paul we perceive 
how God, in His grace, fashioned an outstanding witness to 
His truth from most unlikely material. Who would have ever 
believed that Saul of Tarsus who breached out "threaten ings 
and slaughter against the disciples of the Lord" (Acts 9:1) 
would one day become ao ambassador of the same Lord Whom 
be persecuted? God chose wisely when He stood in the path¬ 
way of this man and turned his course from the persecution 
of the Church to the propagation of the Gospel and the com¬ 
fort and blessing of the Church. The ministry of Paul, possibly 
more than the ministry of any other, has been a blessing to 
untold ages, not only in the Epistles which he has written, 
but also in the example which he set. 

The secret of Paul s ministry was his singlehearted devo¬ 
tion to the Lord. His life was hid with Christ in God, and he 
set his affection on things above, not on things on the earth. 
He expected bonds and afflictions, but his attitude was "None 
of these things move me" (Acts 20,24). The man in whose 
sight heavenly things loom large will endure with rejoicing 
the things of earth. 

There were a number of reasons why Paul was unmoved 
by circumstances. First of all, he had a clear conscience re¬ 
garding the past He said, "I rake you to record this day. that 
I am pure from the blood of all men. For 1 have not shunned 
to declare unto you all the counsel of God" (Acts 20:26, 27). 
Because Paul had not compromised in preaching the message 
of God, there was no prick of conscience Many men today are 
prone to withhold certain portions of the Gospel They do 
nor rightly divide the Word of crurh but revise it to suit those 
who listen. I wonder what happens to the conscience of 
a godly man who has been disobedient, unfaithful, and 
untrue regarding the Word of God. How can a man sleep 


when he knows that in his ministry he has compromised and 
betrayed his Lord? That man's conscience may seem to be dead, 
but it will eventually awake and cause sleepless nights Paul 
had withheld nothing that was profitable; he had taught, pub¬ 
licly and privately, repentance toward God and faith toward 
the Lord Jesus Chrirt, Now he was on his way to Jerusalem, 
"knowing chat bonds and afflictions awaited him. However, 
that forward look did not trouble him because the backward 
look revealed faithfulness and obedience to the heavenly 
vision and the divine call 

Furthermore, Paul was not moved by trials and tribulations 
because he considered bis life as un import a nr tn comparison 
with the Gospel. He said, "Neither counr 1 my life dear unto 
myself" (Acts 20:24). Oh, how important is the proper 
sense of values! Some women lire more concerned with their 
clothes than with their souls. There are men who regard the 
opinion of other men more than rhey regard the will of God 
and the achievement of the plan of God, God warned Jeremiah 
not to be afraid of the faces of men, lest He confound Jere¬ 
miah before them (Jeremiah 1:17). The man who draws 
back from the fight when issues arise will spend the rest of 
his life backing down. Ir is difficult to respect a man who is 
not wholehearted in his commitment. God wants men to be 
either hot or cold, never lukewarm, God converted Saul 
of Tarsus when his heart was wholly, though sincerely, on 
the wrong side. God help chose who in the day of conflict 
and crisis must rely upon halfhearted, compromising men. 

Finally, Paul was unmoved by persecution because he re 
garded the fact that he most finish his course with joy as more 
important than that he fmd joy in the passing moment. "Bur 
none of these things move me, neither count 1 my life dear 
unto myself, so that I mighr finish my course with joy T ‘ (Acts 
20:24). At the end of his course Paul wrote to Timothy, "I 
am now ready to be offered, and the time of my departure

COMMUNIST STRATEGY IS TG DUPE YOU 

On April U, 1961 Representative John H. Roussdot of California said; 
"I've been a Communist dupe . You can quote me, Fm willing to stand up 
before the American people and say Tve been deceived by the Communists/' 
Mr, Rousselot went on to describe specific examples of how he had been duped 
as follows: "When I was in college, I was toJd by my professors, by my text- 
books and by the press that Mao Tse-tung was a peasant reformer, that all he 
wanted to do was to free the Chinese worker. But Mao has executed over 20 
million Chinese people. He turned out to be one of the deceitful men of the 
Communist conspiracy. 

"Here's another example of how 1 was taken in by the press, radio and 
television coverage of another agrarian reformer — Fidel Castro: Ed Sullivan 
stood op on his program and put his arm around Fidel and said, 'I want you 
to meet the George Washington of Cuba/ Again 1 was taken in. 1 was deceived. 
Does this mean that Sullivan was a Communist? No, Sullivan was deceived 
tO 0 i We both were dupes/' 

Mr. Roussdofs admission of being duped by pro-communist propaganda 
could start an awakening which would save America if it inspired millions 
of uninformed Americans to Stop and think. Once they make an honest self 
examination as Mr, Roussdot did, the overwhelming majority would have to 
admit that they also have been duped. I was duped by certain phases of the 
communist propaganda line before studying the facts, and l have yet to meet a 
person who has become informed in recent years who was not duped by some 
phases of the communist propaganda line before becoming acquainted with 
the truth. 

Duping non-com mu ms ts into doing their dirty work for them is a key 
tactic of the communist conspiracy. FBI Director Hoover warned his audience 
in a speech during 1956 that; "The strategy of the Communists to get others 
to , /. do their dirty work cannot be underestimated/' In a speech in 1957 he 
warned that: “The informed do not measure the strength of the Communist 
conspiracy in numbers, but by the area where it finds its support and by its 
ability to influence, to pull strings and to wield control/' 

In the communist manifesto, Karl Marx reminded the communists that 
they were "that section which pushes forward all others ..." Lenin stressed 
over and over to the communists that they were the vanguard, and, as such, it 
was their responsibility to lead others into doing the job for them. In the 
March 1961 issue of their official monthly, Political Affairs, communist con¬ 
spirators in this nation were given the following directive on theu "vanguard 
role." They were told; "... our Party must turn the center of its attention 
to developing aspects of its vanguard role which are even more basic under 
prevailing conditions of the American class struggle. It must devote itself to 
insuring that individual Communists participate effectively in every major 
economic, political and ideological struggle taking place in our country. It 
must equip the individual Party member for such participation and guide him 
in it." 

We cannot understand the extent of communist success in our nation during 
the past 30 years unless we realize that Communism has powerful allies in 
America who share with them a deep seated, burning hatred of the American 
free enterprise system. A few of those wkh this ideology call themselves 
socialist, but most of them avoid this revealing label. Most of them are working 
within the two major political parties to destroy the American system and 
bring a socialistic-type, all-powerful federal government to this nation. These 
extreme left-wing forces and the communist conspirators sometimes fight 
among themselves, but when either is attacked the other usually jumps vig¬ 
orously to the defense, smearing the anti-communist opposition in every way 
possible. 

Every American citizen is a potential target of the communist conspiracy's 
plot to dupe us into destroying ourselves. In his keynote speech to the 17th 
national convention of the Communist Party of the U S,A. on December 10, 
1959 Gus Hall told the communists to try to dupe the people "in 10,000 places, 
on 100,000 issues" and "if possible" to dupe “1510,000,000 people," Every 
American citizen is their target as a potential dupe.

Upon hearing of my plans to come ro Wash¬ 
ington for the rally, Mr. Newcomb threw the influence of 
his station behind the campaign First, he carried eight or 
ten announcements a day on his station regarding the meet¬ 
ing, later increasing them to as many as thirty and forty a 
day. Mr Newcomb knew that we would not get any support 
from the liberal newspapers in Washington, and if the people 
were to hear about the Rally, he would have to do the job!

Mrs. Madden Lecrch of the American Coalition of Patrio¬ 
tic Societies and the Virginia patriotic organization, Defenders 
of State Sovereignty, also enlisted their organizations on 
behalf of the Rally. Dale. Ltowley, Washington, D. C, 
radio preacher who is a r &al Ch ristian statesman, got behind 
the Rally with his broadcasts. 

My advance man, Dr. G. P, Comer, called on all three 
local newspapers* but to no avail. It is apparent that the 
Washington papers will nor print anything that is contrary 
to liberalism and internationalism. To show the utter prejudice 
of the papers, one of them sent a newspaper reporter to our 
Rally. Although he rook notes of the speeches, not one word 
appeared in rhe newspaper the next day. You can rest assured 


however, if we had experienced a failure . . . if we had 
failed to ger a crowd , . . we would have been blasted in 
headlines the next day. 

The liberalism of these Washington, D. C newspapers 
concerns me greatly. In my opinion, there is nor a single 
conservative pro-American newspaper published in Washing¬ 
ton. The only news available to our congressmen and senators 
is the extreme radicalism of such papers as the Washington 
Post. This is the paper that delights in attacking the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and any other ami-com¬ 
munist activity internally* (One of the truly frightening things 
to happen recently was the purchase of Newsweek Magazine 
by this liberal paper *. now their radicalism will be peddled 
nationally via Newsweek ) 

However, in spice of the coolness of the local papers* the 
Willard Hotel Ballroom was packed with enthusiastic Chris¬ 
tian Americans The films, "Operation Abolition" and 'Com¬ 
munism On The Map" were shown, in addition to the ad¬ 
dresses by General Willoughby and myself. (1 want to express 
my sincere gratitude here to the Congress of Freedom and 
Chairman George Thomas of Omaha, Nebraska, for holding 
their convention Over one day so that their delegates could 
attend the Rally.) 

Then, on the following Thursday night, April 20, I de¬ 
livered the address I had written for both Washington ap¬ 
pearances, "We Have Been Betrayed" before the several 
thousand delegates to the 70th Continental Congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution.

is at hand. 1 have fought a good fighr, 1 have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me ar that day . . (II Timothy 4:6-8), 
The joy in the twilight time is more important than pleasure 
in the noonday sun. The sunset following a stormy day is 
always more lovely than the sunser of a sunny day. Paul looked 
forward to the sunset at evening when he would see the light 
of rhe face of his Lord; therefore, m- placed little value on the 
storms and winds of the noonday, No Christian ever knows 
true joy in his life unless he goes all the way, each day, down 
the path of God s leading. Had Paul turned back, he could 
never have known real joy He was martyred for the cause of 
Christ, bur he rejoiced in rhe knowledge that he had kept the 
faith and that there was a crown awaiting him. 

May we, as Paul, set the call of God in precedence over 
our own personal desires. When God calls, may we faithfully 
and fervently follow the way which He points out. As minis¬ 
ters of the Gospel, may we ever point men to the full truth 
and counsel of Gods Word.

ONE COMMUNIST! 

Why worry about the Communists? Why worry about a 
a few Red crackpots? What possible harm can one Communist 
do? There are only 25,000 Communists to the United States, 
they wouldn't have a chance against us ... or would they? 

These and many similar questions have been asked me 
many times since 1 left my post as a Communist for rhe FBI 
in 1950 to testify in Washington. 

Many clergymen, educators, business men, bankers, politi¬ 
cal leaders, diplomats and others try to delude themselves into 
believing that "Killer" Khrushchev really doesn't mean h when 
he repeats over and over again his threat ro communize 
America and bury us. Frankly, for nine years, while posing as 
a Communist, 1 sat in hundreds of secret Communist meetings 
where the overthrow of our country was plotted; meetings in 
which the mass murder or enslavement of many of the above 
mentioned Americans was discussed, 

Contrary to what many think, the numerical strength of 
the Communist Party is relatively unimportant in their plot 
to conquer the world, Whac is important to the Reds, is get' 
ting their agents, sympathizers and dupes into strategic posts 
in all sections of American society, as well as in our govern* 
menr 

i The numerical strength of the Communist conspiracy in 
this country is not acrually known. It can only be approximated 
from available intelligence sources and Congressional reports, 
These sources place the number of Soviet Agents opera ring 
in the United States at some 15,000 at any given time. They 
operate with immunity, thanks to our gullibility in extending 
diplomatic recognition to Soviet Russia in 1933, and later to 
her satellite co-conspirators. While posing as a Communist 
for the FBI, every Soviet agent I met operated from the Red 
embassies and consulates; the Red organized United Nations; 
through cultural exchanges; in the trade, travel and agriculture 
missions; and in Scientific and Educational expeditions from 
rhe Soviet Union and the satellite countries. In addition, liter¬ 
ally hundreds of other Soviet agents find haven in Communist 
front organizations, many of which have had the supporr of 
such American personalities as Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Nobel Prize Winner, Chemist Linus Pauling. 

As for the number of Red quislings in the American Com¬ 
munist Party, they number some 25,000 hard-core and dedi¬ 
cated conspirators. On top of this* the Communists have been 
able to count some quarter of a million fromers, sympathi¬ 
zers, defenders, and dupes in our churches, educational insritu* 
tions, political bodies, unions, social, civic and welfare groups 
to aid and abet them in their plot against our country. 

Let me illustrarc by my experience as a Communist for 
the F.B.I. how dangerous one Communist can be 

In 1941 the FBI requested me ro infiltrate the Communist 
Party for the purpose of securing intelligence information for 
our government. At chat time I was employed by the United 
Stares Employment Service in Pircsbucgh, My job was placing 
men and women in government employment and basic indus¬ 
tries. As soon as l led rhe Reds to believe I was sympathetic co 


their cause, they began sending their Communist agents to 
me to put to work in government and industry. Remember at 
this stage of my 'Red masquerade", I was supposedly only a 
sympathizer, nor a full-fledged Communist. True, 1 reported 
every move of the Reds to the FBI, but assume the harm I 
could have done, were 1 really a Red sympathizer being vised 
by the Communists. 

After being recruited into the Communist Party, my first 
Parry assignment was In the Professional Branch, My co-con¬ 
spirators in this branch numbered some 200 Reds in various 
professions. Their Party assignment was to infiltrate our 
government, our educational system, the motion picture indus* 
try, communications, chemical laboratories, the legal profession, 
engineering, and any other place into which rhey could weasel 
their way. Once on the inside, needless to say, the Communist 
was to use his position to further the Communist conspiracy. 

from the Professional Branch I was assigned to the Clergi- 
cal Commission of the Communist Party The objective of this 
Red unit was, and sulJ is, the infiltration of church organiza¬ 
tions for the purpose of promoting the Communist line in our 
Churches. 

My next post in the Communist Party was on their Finance 
Committee. My job on this committee was to raise finances 
from dupes, fronters, sympathizers and Party members to keep 
the Red machinery moving in high gear. 

From this "exalted office" I was placed on the Reds' Edu* 
cational Commission. As a member of this conspiratorial 
group, my job was to plowhe infiltration of American univer¬ 
sities, colleges and high schools. Ironically one of the more 
than 400 Reds I named in my sworn testimony, when 1 im-" 
masked as an FBI undercover agent in 1950, was an English 
professor in an Eastern university where one of my sons. Matt 
junior, was studying far his Master's degree. This Red pro¬ 
fessors last act, before the university fired him as a result of 
my sworn testimony, was to flunk my son in English as re¬ 
taliation for my exposure of his Communist connections.

NIMROD AND IDOLATRY 


Idolatry—like man—like sin —did not get here through 
r process of evoiuriotL It didn't get here on the installment 
plan, Idolatry — like man — like sin — came here suddenly, 
and fuJl grown. 

Idolatry originated wirh Nimrod. He is the father of 
idolatry — as he is the father of monarchy, of the world stare, 
of the world church. 

What is an idol? It is an image. What is an image? An 
image is an imitation or likeness of a person or a thing. Idol 
worship is the worship of the image of an ultimate person. 
Behind the image, always, there is a person. 

Ir might be argued rim this is not true. There is the 
image of the serpent, the symbol of wisdom, There can be 
no ultimate person behind the serpent. 

This appears to be true But only on the surface. Follow 
the trail of the serpent as an object of worship to its origin 
and you will find yourself standing before a person, The ser¬ 
pent is associated with fire worship. The god Photo ne us was 
the "inventor of fire," Behind the mythical Phoroneus there 
is a person — a mam That man is Nimrod, 

Who is che greatest god of the ancient world? Tammuz, 
meaning "the son of lifeHe was worshipped throughout 
Babylon, in Assyria, Phoenicia, Palestine In Plato's day Tam- 
muz was regarded as identical with Osiris, Tammuz has been 
identified with Adonis. Tammuz was the king of the nether 
world. He was the god of the pasture, the patron of flocks 
and their keepers, and was himself shepherd — rhe chief 
shepherd He died annually and returned ro life with each 
recurring year, 

Tammuz mer a violent death. The women of Egypt wept 
for him as Osiris. The Phoenician women wept for him as 
Tammuz, and so did che Jewish women.

Another of my Communist posts was on the Political Com¬ 
mission of the Parry. This is the outfit which set up the ill- 
faced Progressive Parry in the late 40s, Currently k is actively 
infiltrating both major political parries. 

Along with all these assignments, I was appointed to the 
Yugoslav Bureau of rhe Communist Party, where J worked 
with Tito's Red Agents in America, Later as a member of the

This letter, which is going only to a select group of our staunchest Crusaders, 
is one of the most difficult letters 1 have ever had to compose. Only a sense of 
responsibility to you and our other tried and true friends over the country could 
cause me to write with Buch urgency and such frankness. 


We are in an extremely critical financial situation because, 
our income for June was one-third less than it was in May.

the sake of survival, I have resolved to write you in a spirit of utter self-abandon' 
meat. Pride must be sacrificed in the interest of truth. 


One great friend of Christian Crusade, a nationally known American, who, learn' 
Ing about the hard financial problem we are now facing, gave us a check and said, 
"Billy, you simply must somehow keep going. If you and others of similar vision 
fail, all will be lost. Tell our fine fellow-Cruaaders the actual situation—and 
I believe they will rally round you to keep Christian Crusade going. We simply 
can't give up!" 


Leftist outfits which would supplant Americanism with Communism have plenty of 
funds. We who stand for the right have to suffer the pangs of privation. We don't 
mind privation personally, but the work of Christian Crusade should not be curtailed 


As you know, we never have had a backlog of funds. (We should have,.,I pray 
that sane day God will put it into the hearts of seme one or more wealthy individuals 
to underwrite this movement.) But today, as you are aware, the great bulk of our 
support canes from small contributors;--a large proportion of our receipts each month 
are in $1 bills. We ask God's blessing particularly on the fine people who send 
these, because we know that in thousands of instances it is truly "the widow's mite." 
This is one reason we are so careful--even frugal—in the expenditure of our funds. 
-We—fe e-l-a-kee a-sense-o f—ete wardshlp-t eward-all—th e —fu nds-we-re ce -i ve-,—We-do-not-was-te. 
a single dollar, because we know to do so would mean the wasting of a sacrificial 
contribution from some fine Christian American. 



However, the fact remains that we are in a most serious crisis today. Perhaps 
I should not do so, but I will tell you frankly the situation that faces us. Among 
other things, several important radio and TV stations have notified us that our 
programs will be cancelled unless we make partial payments on past bills by July 15. 
Also, we do not have the money to pay for the last issue of the magazine, and the 
printers will not print the next issue until we make payment. In addition, other 
printing bills have piled up, until our suppliers are demanding partial payment before 
they deliver important anti-canmunist publications for which thousands are writing. 

This critical situation is largely my own fault. I am so eager to awaken the 
people to their peril--to arouse them from their apathy, that I have gone on too many 
new radio-stations, (it takes seme time for a station to become self sustaining.) 

In addition, we have given away too many million pieces of literature--instead of 
charging for it. Also, it costs much more to print, addresa, and mail the magazine 
CHRISTIAN CRUSADE than the $1 a year we charge fori it. <? // n i j! —" — —r f l 



limps I have been wrong in doing these things; I do not know. But 1 assure 
PH^oyal friends and patriots, if these were mistakes, they were mistakes of the 
head and not of the heart. Be that as it may, we are truly in a serious situation, 
and I ask you earnestly to help,

lishing and other labors. This is admittedly an S.O.S. call. Please do not be offend 
ed at my urgency. I have never before written such a letter and hope it will never be 
necessary to do so again! Your sympathy and quick cooperation are urgently needed. 


The obligation that weights us down today and threatens to silence our voice is 
around thirty thousand dollars. This amount seems large as a lump sura. It is large, 
but let's break it down. Only 60 contributions of $500 each would see us through 
this crisis. Or 300, in amounts of $100 each would do so. Or 1,500 gifts to this 
great cause of $20 each would save the day. Smaller or larger sums will be highly 
appreciated at this crucial hour. Even a letter of encouragement will help. 


There are reasons why every hour is important to us. Please use air mail in 
replying. I will report back to you soon the response received from this appeal, 
me re-emphasize that everything hinges upon quick replies frctn friends like you. 


1 have confidence that Christian Crusade will somehow weather this storm. We can 
look back with pride and thankfulness to the chain of providences that have operated 
in America's behalf--from the; day that George Washington 1 was seen kneeling in the snow 
praying at Valley Forge during thatdark period of our history. Will you, too, pray 
that Christian Crusade may successfully come through today’s dark period? 


Hay the God of all gracej crane once again to our rescue! This is the thought I

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In February, 1960, he received some publicity in 
connection with the controversial Air Force Training Manual, 
which alleged communist infiltration of the National Council 
of Churches. Hargis claimed authorship of the material used 
by the Air Force in preparing this Training Manual.

MAJOR GENERAL CHARLES A. WILLOUGHBY. U.S.A.. (ret. 


Major General Charles A. Willoughby, U.S.A., (ret.), 
was Chief of Intelligence, Far East Command, and Chief, Civil 
Intelligence Section, Tokyo, Japan, on the staff of 
l General Douglas MacArthur. He was born in Germany on March 8, 
1892, and pursued undergraduate courses in Germany and France 
prior to entering the United States in 1910 to complete his 
education and obtain U. S. citizenship. He entered the senior 
class of Pennsylvania College, Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, and 
graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1914. In 
May, 1914, he obtained a commission as Major, Officers 
Volunteers Corps, which he vacated to accept a regular Army 
commission in August, 1916. He served on the Mexican border 
and in the First World War. He attended various service schools, 
including the Command and General Staff School and the War 
College. Throughout the Second World War and later during the 

I occupation of Japan and the Korean conflict, he was Chief of 
Intelligence on the Staff of General Douglas MacArthur. He 
was, for more than a decade, attached to the Pacific and South 
Pacific area. 


No investigation has been conducted by the Bureau 
I regarding General Willoughby and our files reveal no derogatory 
\ information concerning him. Our files reveal that he has been 
cooperative with the Bureau and holds the Bureau in high regard. 
He has frequently commented concerning the outstanding work the 
Director has«done in his position as head of the FBI. The 
Bureau has had cordial correspondence with General Willoughby 
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in the past, the last letter thanking him in October, 1958, 
for a condensation of his book, "Shanghai Conspiracy." The 
book, "Shanghai Conspiracy," written by General Willoughby, 
was published in 1952, and deals with the Dr. Richard Sorge 
spy ring. Sorge was convicted of espionage by the Japanese, 
was sentenced to death, and hanged November 7, 1944. 

General Willoughby's book presents detailed information on 
methods of Soviet espionage, (64-31827-7) 


The February 11, 1957, issue of the "Washington 
Post and Times Herald" reported that a group of prominent 
Americans had announced tne formation of a Citizens Foreign 
Relations Committee, which group urged the breaking of 
diplomatic ties o witn the communist countries and supporters 
for "democratic" subversion" behind the Iron Curtain, 

General Willoughby was listed as one of the Directors of 
the Committee.

He operates the "Christian Echoes National Ministry, 
Inc., " Tulsa, Oklahoma. An official publication of the organization is called the 
"Christian Crusade." He has been described as a militant anticommunist crusader and 
conducts regular radio broadcasts as well as speaking throughout the United States and 
foreign countries. It is said that Hargis's avowed purpose in life is evangelism and com 
bating communism and liberalism in the churches. He vigorously opposes the NCC. He 
has traveled in Germany and the Far East, as welLira the Dominican Republic, He .has

"J don't plan to ask the Bishop

The Vestry has asked me to talk on 
the National Council of Churches. I will 
endeavor to tell you what the National 
Council of Churches stands for, 1 am in 
no way speaking as an authority- 3 am 
not speaking for the Diocese of Dallas 
I am speaking for myself as a priest of 
28 years — I am speaking as your rector 
of 14 years. And after,! have given some 
of the salient thoughts of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ, then I shall 
give you John R. Learhcrbury. 

First, we must remember that there are 
two organizations that go by the name of 
the NATIONAL COUNCIL We must 
straighten this out first. The National 
Council of the Episcopal Church are duly 
elected officers of the Episcopal Church 
with The IU Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger, 
the presiding Bishop, as the presiding 
officer. The National Council of rhe 
Episcopal Church runs the business of the 
Episcopal Church throughout this part of 
Gods kingdom. 

We are now talking about the National 
Council of Churches of Christ . This is an 
organization created in 1950 with head- 

S uartcrs in New York with a budget of 
13,000,000, It started out on a very ethi¬ 
cal plane — we were very happy It was 
to be like a Criss-Cross- If you have ever 
used a Criss-Cross for the telephone or 
directory you were able to trace down and 
find out who bved where, and then you 
were able to contact them and find out 
more about them if you so desired. The 
National Council of Churches of Christ 
was to be that type thing. It was to be 
an interchange of Ideas At no time was 
it to be a Super Church At no time was 
it to make pronouncements. It was to be 
a cooperating agency wherein all of the 
churches could cooperate and might have 
an interchange about missionary problems 
and situations throughout the world. 

We got into ihe National Council of 
Churches of Christ in 195CX The National 
Church took us in without consulting the 
various parishes or priests. We didn't 
have a chance to vote ro get in. We don't 
have to vote to get out. There seems to 
be the suggestion that the only way chat 
we can gee out is that we must ''memor¬ 
ial ue General Convention” to let us out. 
THAT IS NOT TRUE. The only thing 
that you and I have ever gotten into that 
we cannot get out of is our families We 
had nothing to do with getting into our 
families — many of us were lucky — and 
we are there.

... I AM OUT OF THE 
COUNCIL OF CHURCHES" 

The Narional Council of Churches, in 
the last several years, has felt called upon 
to speak on every subject. It has been 
very controversial! The National Council 
in the last 5 weeks has spoken on: capi¬ 
tal punishment, artificial insemination 
(which means binh control), medicine 
for ihe aged, against the movie "Opera¬ 
tion Abolition" and they CONTINUE 
TO SAY THEY SPEAK FOR 40,000, 
000 PEOPLE! 

!'lt is an organization or agency 
through which Protestant and Or¬ 
thodox churches express their com¬ 
mon faith in Jesus Christ and 
cooperate to focus the light of that 
faith on all phases of American 
life. The Council policies are de¬ 
cided by an Assembly, These poli¬ 
cies are expressed through pro¬ 
nouncements” 

And even though the pronounce meats 
came out we constantly say they do not 
affect usl Bui when we have 32 repre¬ 
sentatives on this Council, and when we 
spend $500,000 per year, rhey had BET¬ 
TER speak for us! J bring that up because 
we are constantly saying that the Episco¬ 
pal Church gives the Narional Council 
of Churches $25,000 per year. Now this 
is Church finance, you see: We gave over 
$500,000 last year! Don't cake my word 
for it. h is in the 1959 Annual Report 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, start* 
ing on page 48. Now, you see if a banker 
were to make a mistake of $475,000 
something might happen to him! Church 
Finance seems to be different. In fact, 
there is a saymg "when is a business man 
not a business man ” And the answer is, 
"when he is a Vestryman of the Episco¬ 
pal Church". 

And so we find ourselves very much 
in this thing. 

**Jt passes pronouncements, A pro¬ 
nouncement is a statement of policy 
or a position , or affirmation of con¬ 
viction, formally approved by ihe 
General Board or General Assem¬ 
bly\ It expresses a substantial pre¬ 
ponderance of General Board opin¬ 
ion . And there is a strong weight 
of ethical, moral or religious prin¬ 
ciple in support of the vieta ex¬ 
pressed!* 

The General Assembly is made up of 
443 clergymen, 251 laymen. You see, the 
tletgy are very generouswith your money. 
We use the money of the laity and we 
have twice as many members on the 
Board as do rhe fairy. We are ordained 
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to control these things. It is very gener¬ 
ous of you to give your money into our 
keeping. We know wc have your souls. 
And if we were to mess up your souls 
the way we mess up your money MAY 
GOD HAVE MERCY UPON YOUR 
SOULS! 

Well, The National Council of 
Churches of Christ has found itself, in 
the last several days, the object of ridicule 
— the object of questioning, And I do 
not plan to get into whether or not there 
are Communists in the National Council 
of Churches. Where you have 40,000,000 
people there is the bare possibility that 
a Communist might sneak in! We have 
on the Board 10 bishops, we have 10 
priests, we have 6 laymen, and 6 lay- 
women. We have 32 votes —again the 
clergy out-voting the laymen and the lay- 
women 20 to 12. One of the bishops 
who represents us on the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches is the controversial Bis¬ 
hop of California; another one is the 
Bishop of Bethlehem who is taking J* 
Edgar Hoover to task about capital pun¬ 
ishment. And I assure you, of the two, J 
imagine j. Edgar Hoover knows "just a 
bit more*' about capita] punishment than 
does the Bishop of Bethlehem, Pa. Two 
of the clergy who are on this Board are 
extreme liberals, and one belongs to 14 
organizations which are on the Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities list, which ate known not 
to be sympathetic toward the American 
way of life. There are 32 people speaking 
for 2,123,110 Episcopalians! These 32 
people have more say and more authority 
than the General Convention! See, it is 
like the UN. The UN has mote say for 
us than our own Government. 

We find ourselves in a group that 
started out glorious. It was to be an ex¬ 
change of ideas Christian brothers were 
to get together and have a mutual ex¬ 
change. The Episcopal Church & in it* 
Do they speak for ME? Do rhey speak 
for VS? I would say that since we have 
32 voting members* since we have been 
in it for over 10 years, since we have paid 
$500,000 a year, I would say YES, THEY 
PROBABLY SPEAK FOR US, 

Now, there are several things that arc 
controversial. I do not plan to debate 
socialized medicine; people more capable 
than I can do that. 1 do not plan to de¬ 
bate the Ethnic problem; that has been 
debated by people not as intelligent as I, 
One of rhe problems that the National 
Council of Churches of Christ has spon¬ 
sored is ’’the breaking down of neighbor¬ 
hoods'". I would buy a nice home in 
Tanglewood or wherever your nice home 
might happen to be, then I would move 
into this home my negro custodian, if 
I had one. I do not have one. I do not 
plan to do that, but we have been told 
how to break down your neighborhood! 


Now, there is one problem that worries 
me, brethren, and that is the problem of 
literature. The NCC has put out a bulle¬ 
tin, a reading list, suggesting some of the 
reading which would be "good for our 
children to read". It is called "The Negro 
American — A Reading List/' One of 
the books on rhat Jisr is called "Color 
Blind' and I direct your arteniion to 
pages 104TG5. I recommend that maid¬ 
ens not read it, or high school boys 
and girls nor read if, because I have slept 
with ir under my pillow for 3 days so 
that my teenagers woukl't even see it! IT 
IS DISGUSTING! Another one of these 
famous books is 'Without Magnolias*/ 
These books arc in the Public Library! 
Then another book is 'The Walls Came 
Tumbling Down". This literature has 
been recommended to our young people, 
they have been asked to read it. ITS 
FILTH, IT'S DISGUSTING! Men at the 
19th hole at the Country Club wouldn't 
even mention these subjects. 

Another thing that the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches has done is that they have 
asked that the clergy not show rhe movie 
"Operation Abolition" because rhey main¬ 
tain that rhe Un-American Activities 
Committee and the FBI have "framed" 
this film. Now, Mr. J. Edgar Hoover is 
not running for any job, he has it made 
I think. Read his book "Masters of De¬ 
ceit" and you'll find out whether or not 
any Communists have gotten into the 
Church. The Bishop of the Diocese got 
quite concerned about rhe movie "Opera¬ 
tion Abolition”. He wrote Mr. J. Edgar 
Hoover. May 1 quote his letter from Mr. 
Hoover; 

"Dear Bishop Mason: Jf^ ^ 

I have received your letter dated March 
2, 1961, with its enclosures* and your 
interest in writing to me is indeed ap¬ 
preciated. 

The film 'Operation Abolition' has 
been sponsored and distributed by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities* 
United States House of Representa¬ 
tives and the FBI had no connection 
with its preparation. Therefore, I can¬ 
not comment on this film. 

You may be interested, however, in 
reading the enclosed pamphlet entitled 
'Communist Target — Youth' which 
contains my report concerning the dis¬ 
turbances in San Francisco, California, 
in May, I960* in connection with a hear¬ 
ing of this Committee. Additional 
copies of this pamphlet can be made 
available to you upon request. I am 
sure you will agree after reviewing this 
pamphlet that it clearly illustrates the 
communist tactics and strategy in¬ 
volved in these disturbances* 

in addition to the above pamphlet, 1 


am enclosing some material on the 
menace of communism, available for 
general distribution by the FBI* 

i trust the above information and the 
enclosed material will be of assistance 
to you*

I have that pamphlet* In the back of the 
pamphlet are pictures from the film 
"Operation Abortion" showing Archie 
Brown and Brodsky calling out "open rhe 
door". I've shown the movie twice, and if 
there are -enough people interested J shall 
show ir again! 

On the matter of literature there are 
two things that I want to read to you. 
One is a very flippant Lord s Prayer This 
is a beatnik type prayer which is span 
sored by the National Council of Metho¬ 
dist Youths. 1 quote:

This is by Langsron Hughes, Langs¬ 
ton Hughes is one of the authors that 
the National Council of Churches of 
Christ recommends. They list no less than 
6 books of his that you should read if 
you are to be intelligent.

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THE EICHMANN TRIAL : CUI BONO? 

The most sensational murder trial in the history of the 
world has occupied the head line space of the international 
press. Opinions, pro and con, are on the printed record; 
some fed that the arrest and abduction, in the realm of 
the sovereign State of Argentina, is juridically untenable 
and even dangerous; some feel that for one State to reach 
into the jurisdiction of another for an act of revenge (no 
matter how justifiable) establishes a precedent which de- 
stroys the concept of political asylum; and some feel that 
it opens the way for a ruthless super-State, like Russia, 
to do likewise with political opponents. In fact, this was 
done in the murder of Trotsky in Mexico, 

There is little argument that the accused represents a 
monstrous era r the Hitlerian mass murder, or that Jewry can 
be blamed for exacting a belated, though repetitious retribu¬ 
tion. On the other hand, the War-Crimes Tribunals and 
subsequent judicial punitive actions in West Germany have 
tried and convicted the master-minds of genocide. This is 
a plain case of whipping a dead horse — Hitler, The ques¬ 
tion arises immediately as to the purpose and the calculated 
Or incidental effect of this trial, staged with all the fanfare 
and techniques of modern communications media. The 
ancient Roman query: "Cui Bono" is almost inescapable: 
"Who will benefit" from this sudden exposure? The Roman 
law, basis of Western jurisprudence, shrewdly looks for the 
"profit motive, the beneficiaries" in an otherwise obscure 
action. We confess to complete bafflement, A revival of 
the Hitler horrors is bound to boomerang on West Ger¬ 
many, which has made superhuman efforts to make restitu¬ 
tion : Hundreds of millions of dollars have pouted into 
Israel, in war damages and claims, Continuous Court actions 
are in process to punish responsible Nazis connected with 
concentration camps and other crimes. 

By comparison, the absolutely identical 'programs" of 
Czars and Commissars, the mass murders in the Ukraine, 
the equally horrible Russian slave camps in Siberia, etc. 
were not equated at any time, in the national or foreign 
press. 

Responsible Israeli are aware of the inflammatory po¬ 
tential of this trial. President David Ben Go non was 
emphatic in his declaration : ”, . , Modern Germany, the 
Germany of Adenauer and the Social Democrats is not 
Hitler’s Germany * , The Israel Minister of Justice, Dn 
Pinhas Rosen stated : * * The people of Israel know 

precisely that a distinction must be made between Hitler's 
era and West Germany today. The Eichmann trial will be 
useful to educate other nations not to become embroiled 
in a similar guilt . * 

West German officials have been aware, of course, of 
the implications of this sensational event. Chancellor Dr. 
Adenauer appeared on a television program, speaking as 
follows: H \ . We have been troubled in our mind, after the 
collapse of the Hitler regime, how we could eradicate the 
poisonous remnants of this tragedy* Our feeling was one of 


shame and bitter remorse. We immediately offered the wid¬ 
est reparation for the Hitler victims. In 1952 we formulated 
a program of direct help in the development of the State 
of Israel. This has been mutually satisfactory Then we 
started to work on our own reconstruction. We have shifted 
from the nightmare of 'National-Socialism' to a state 
based on Law and Order , . T 

He pointed out to American reporters at a Press Confer¬ 
ence, that* * Eichmann was not a German national, hence 
not subject to the German Courts, now handling war crimes. 
There is no doubt that the trial will engender damaging 
repercussions. We will have to bear them patiently * * 
Willy Brandt, Mayor of Berlin and candidate for the 
upcoming national elections {the opponent of Dr Aden 
aucr), also commented on the Eichmann process: . , It 

is our duty to acquaint our younger generation with just 
what took place in those tragic years , . . as an object 
lesson in tyranny. On the other hand, we in Germany need 
not be afraid of this trial and assume general responsibility 
for the crimes depicted. We must be especially alert not 
to unload responsibility for this, era on the German Youth 
of today, which had no connection with these crimes of

"NONE OF THESE THINGS MOVE ME" 

Jt is interesting how God chooses different men for differ¬ 
ent tasks He chaoses some men 10 wrire good music. The 
Spirit of God touched the heart of Charles Wesley with song, 
and some of our greatest church hymns came from his pea 
The same Spirit chose John Wesky to preach. Together these 
men were used of God to organize the great revival movement 
of their day. George Whicefield was chosen 10 be the great 
fire-brand preacher. He had so tender a voice chat he could 
pronounce the word "Mesopotamia" in a fashion to make men 
weep. God chooses men according to (heir gifts, and He uses 
them for His glory to accomplish His purpose in the age in 
which He calls them to live. It has been said that all God needs 
in any generation is all of one man. Jf God calls us to a cask, 
we may be sure God has fined us to that task. He always 
chooses the right instrument. 

In rhe life and ministry of the Apostle Paul we perceive 
how God, in His grace, fashioned an outstanding witness to 
His truth from most unlikely material, Who would have ever 
believed that Saul of Tarsus who breathed out "tbreatenings 
and slaughter against the disciples of the lord*' (Acts 9d) 
would one day become an ambassador of the same Lord Whom 
he persecuted? God chose wisely when He stood in the path¬ 
way of this man and turned his course from rhe persecution 
of the Church to the propagation of the Gospel and the com¬ 
fort and blessing of the Church. The ministry of Paul, possibly 
more than the ministry of any other, has been a blessing to 
untold ages, not only in the Epistles which he has written, 
but also in the example which he set. 

The secret of Paul's ministry was his singlehearted devo¬ 
tion to the Lord. His life was hid with Christ in God, and he 
set his affection on things above, not on things on the earth. 
He expected bonds and afflict ions, but his attitude was "None 
of these things move me" (Acts 20:24), The man in whose 
sight heavenly things loom large will endure with rejoicing 
the things of earth. 

There were a number of reasons why Paul was unmoved 
by circumstances. First of all, he had a dear conscience re¬ 
garding rhe pm He said, "1 take you to record this day, that 
1 am pure from the blood of all men, For I have not shunned 
to declare unto you all che counsel of God" (Acts 20:26, 27), 
Because Paul had not compromised in preaching the message 
of God* there was no prick of conscience. Many men today are 
prone to withhold certain portions of the Gospel. They do 
not rightly divide the Word of truth but revise it to suit rhose 
who listen. I wonder what happens to the conscience of 
a godly man who has been disobedient, unfaithful, and 
untrue regarding the Word of God. How can a man sleep 




when he knows that in his ministry he has compromised and 
betrayed his Lord? That man's conscience may seem to be dead, 
bur it will eventually awake and cause sleepless nights. Paul 
had withheld nothing thar was profitable; he had taught, pub¬ 
licly and privately, repentance toward God and faith toward 
the Lord Jesus Chri:c. Now lie was on his way to Jerusalem, 
knowing that bonds and afflictions awaited him. However, 
that forward look did not trouble him because the backward 
look revealed faithfulness and obedience to the heavenly 
vision and the divine call 

Furthermore, Paul was not moved by trials and tribulations 
because he considered his life as un important. in comparison 
with the Gospel He said, "Neither count I my life dear vinto 
myself" (Acts 20:24). Oh, how important is rhe proper 
sense of values! Some women are more concerned with their 
dothes than with their souls. There are men who regard rhe 
opinion of other men more than they regard the will of God 
and the achievement of the plan of God. God warned Jeremiah 
not io be afraid of rhe faces of men, lest He confound Jere¬ 
miah before them (Jeremiah 1:17). The man who draws 
back from the fight when issues arise will spend the rest of 
his life backing down. 1c is difficult to respect a man who is 
not wholehearted in his commitment. God wants men to be 
either hot or cold, never lukewarm. God converted San! 
of Tarsus when his heart was wholly, though sincerely, on 
the wrong side. God help those who in rhe day of conflict 
and crisis must rely upon halfhearted, compromising men 

Finally, Paul was unmoved by persecution because he re¬ 
garded the fact that be must finish his course with joy as more 
important than rhat he find joy in the passing moment* But 
none of these things move me, neither count 3 my life dear 
unto myself, so that 1 might finish my course with joy" (Acts 
20:24) At the end of his course Paul wrote to Timothy, "1 
am now ready to be offered, and the time of my departure

COMMUNIST STRATEGY IS TO DUPE YOU 

On April 11, 1%1 Representative John H. Rousselot of California said: 

'I’ve been a Communist dupe . , You can quote me, I'm willing to stand up 
before the American people and say Fve been deceived by the Communists*' 
Mr, Rousselot went on to describe specific examples of how he had been duped 
as follows: "When 1 was in college, I was told by my professors, by my text¬ 
books and by the press that Mao Tse-tung was a peasant reformer, that ati he 
wanted to do was to free the Chinese worker But Mao has executed over 20 
million Chinese people. He turned out to be one of the deceitful men of the 
Communist conspiracy. 

"Here's another example of how I was taken in by the press, radio and 
television coverage of another agrarian reformer — Fidel Castro: Ed Sullivan 
stood up on his program and put his arm around Fidel and said, J want you 
to meet the George Washington of Cuba. 1 Again 1 was taken in. 1 was deceived. 
Does this mean that Sullivan was a Communist? No, Sullivan was deceived 
toos We both were dupes,'* 

Mr Roussdot's admission of being duped by pro-communist propaganda 
could start an awakening which would save America if it inspired millions 
of uninformed Americans to stop and think. Once they make an honest self 
examination as Mr. Rousselot did, the overwhelming majority would have to 
admit that they also have been duped, I was duped by certain phases of the 
communist propaganda line before studying the facts, and J have yet to meet a 
person who has become informed in recent years who was not duped by some 
phases of the communist propaganda line before becoming acquainted with 
the truth. 

Duping non-communists into doing their dirty work for them is a key 
tactic of the communist conspiracy. FBI Director Hoover warned his audience 
in a speech during 1956 that: "The strategy of the Communists to get others 
to , do their dirty work cannot be underestimated.'* In a speech in 1957 he 
warned that; “The informed do not measure the strength of the Communist 
conspiracy in numbers, but by the area where it finds its support and by its 
ability to influence, to pull strings and to wield control* 1 

In the communist manifesto, Karl Marx reminded the communists that 
they were "that section which pushes forward all others . , . *’ Lenin stressed 
over and over to the communists that they were the vanguard, and, as such, it 
was their responsibility to lead others into doing the job for them. In the 
March 1961 issue of theit official monthly, Political Affairs, communist con¬ 
spirators in this nation were given the following directive on their "vanguard 
role." They were told: " . . . our Party must turn the center of its attention 
to developing aspects of its vanguard role which are even more basic under 
prevailing conditions of the American class struggle. It must devote itself to 
insuring that individual Communists participate effectively in every major 
economic, political and ideological struggle taking place in our country, It 
must equip the individual Party member for such participation and guide him 
in it.*' 

We cannot understand the extent of communist success in our nation during 
the past >0 years unless we realize that Communism has powerful allies in 
America who share with them a deep seated, burning hatred of the American 
free enterprise system, A few of those with this ideology call themselves 
socialist, but most of them avoid this revealing label Most of them are working 
within the two major political parties to destroy the American system and 
bring a socialistic-type, all-powerful federal government to this nation These 
extreme left-wing forces and the communist conspirators sometimes fight 
among themselves, but when either is attacked the other usually jumps vig¬ 
orously to the defense, smearing the anti-communist opposition in every way 
possible. 

Every American citizen is a potential target of the communist conspiracy's 
plot to dupe us into destroying ourselves. In his keynote speech to the 17th 
national convention of the Communist Party of the U.S.A. on December 10, 
1959 Gus Hall told the communists to try to dupe the people "in 10,000 places, 
on 100,000 issues" and "if possible" to dupe "180,000,000 people" Every 
American citizen is their target as a potential dupe.

Mrs. Madalen Leetch of the American Coalition of Patrio¬ 
tic Societies and the Virginia patriot jc organization, Defenders 
of Stare Sovereignty, also enlisted their organizations on 
behalf of the Rally. J Dr. Dale Crowley, Washington, D. C 
radio preacher who is a real Christian statesman, got behind 
the Rally with his broadcasts. 

My advance man, Dr. G> P, Comer, called on all three 
local newspapers, bur ro no avail. 3t is apparent that the 
Washington papers will not print anything that is contrary 
to liberalism and in tern a nontfj ism. To show the utter prejudice 
of the papers, one of them sent a newspaper reporrer to our 
Rally. Although he took notes of the speeches, not one word 
appeared in the newspaper the next day. You can rest assured 


however, if we had experienced a failure ... if we had 
failed to get a crowd . , we would have been blasted in 
headlines the next day. 

The liberalism of these Washington, D C newspapers 
concerns me greatly. In my opinion, there is nor a single 
conservative pro-American newspaper published in Washing’ 
ton The only news available to our congressmen and senators 
is rhe extreme radicalism of such papers as the Washington 
Post. This is the paper that delights in attacking the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and any other ami-com* 
muntst activity internally. (One of the truly frightening things 
to happen recently was the purchase of Newsweek Magazine 
by this liberal paper . > . now their radicalism will be peddled 
nationally via Newsweek.) 

However, in spite of the coolness of the local papers, the 
Willard Hotel Ballroom was packed with enthusiastic Chris¬ 
tian Americans.

is ai hand i have fought a good fight, 1 have finished my 
course, 1 have kept the faith: Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day , * *" (II Timothy 4:6 B) 
The joy in the twilight time is more important than pleasure 
in the noonday sun. The sunset following a stormy day is 
always more lovely than the sunset of a sunny day, Paul looked 
forward to the sunset at evening when he would see rhe light 
of the face of his Lord; therefore, m j^aced little value on the 
storms and winds of the noonday. No Christian ever knows 
true joy in his life unless he goes al] rhe way, each day, down 
the path of God's leading. Had Paul turned back, he could 
never have known real joy He was martyred for rhe cause of 
Christ, bur he rejoiced in rhe knowledge that he had kept rhe 
faith and that there was a crown awaiting him 

May we, as Paul, set the call of God in precedence over 
our own personal desires, When God calls, may we faithfully 
and fervently follow the way which He points ovit* As minis¬ 
ters of the Gospel, may we ever point men to the full truth 
and counsel of God's Word.

ONE COMMUNIST! 

Why worry about the Communists? Why worry about a 
a few Red crackpots? What possible harm can one Communist 
do? There are only 25,000 Communists in the United States; 
they wouldn't have a chance against us . . or would they? 

These and many similar questions have been asked me 
many rimes since 1 left my post as a Communist for the FBI 
in 1950 to testify in Washington, 

Many clergymen, educators, business men, bankers, politi¬ 
cal leaders, diplomats and others try to delude themselves mro 
believing that "Killer" Khrushchev really doesn’t mean it when 
he repeats over and over again his threat to communize 
America and bury us. Frankly, for nine years, while posing as 
a Communist, 1 sat in hundreds of secret Communist meetings 
where the overthrow of our country was plotted; meetings in 
which the mass murder or enslavement of many of the above 
mentioned Americans was discussed. 

Contrary to what many think, the numerical strength of 
the Communist Party js relatively unimportant in their plot 
ro conquer the world What is important to the Reds, is get¬ 
ting their agents, sympathisers and dupes into strategic posrs 
in all sections of American society, as well as in our govern* 
mem 

The numerical strength of the Communist conspiracy in 
rhis country is nor actually known. It can only be approximated 
from available intelligence sources and Congressional reports. 
These sources place the number of Soviet Agents operating 
in the United States at some UuQQO At -any -fiivea rimr They 
operate with immunity, thanks to our gullibility in extending 
diplomatic recognition to Soviet Russia in 19M, and later to 
her satellite co*conspirators. While posing as a Communist 
for the FBI, every Soviet agent I met operated from the Red 
embassies and consulates; rhe Red-organized United Nations; 
through cultural exchanges; in the trade, travel and agriculture 
missions; and in Scientific and Educational expeditions from 
the Soviet Union and the satellite countries. In addition, liter* 
ally hundreds of other Soviet agents find haven in Communist 
front organizations, many of which have had the support of 
such American personalities as Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Nobel Prize Winner, Chemist Linus Pauling, 

As for the number of Red quislings in the American Com¬ 
munist Party, they number some 23,000 hard-core and dedi¬ 
cated conspirators. On top of this,TFeCommtinisrs have been 
able to count some q uarter of a million fron ters, sympatfti- 
z ers, defenders, an d dopes in o ur chufcfeffsYleducational msri r u - 
tions, political bodies, unions, social, civic and welfare groups 
to aid and abet them in their plot against our country 

Let me illustrate by my experience as a Communist fox 
the F,B,J. how dangerous one Communist can be. 

In 1941 the FBI requested me to infiltrate the Communist 
Party for the purpose of securing intelligence information for 
our government. At that time I was employed by the United 
States Employment Service in Pittsburgh. My job was placing 
men and women in government employment and basic indus¬ 
tries. As soon as 1 led the Reds to believe I was sympathetic to 


their cause, they began sending their Communist agents to 
me to put to work in government and industry. Remember tit 
this stage of my "Red masquerade ', I was supposedly only a 
sympathizer, not a full-fledged Communist, True, I reported 
every move of the Reds to the FBI, but assume the harm I 
could have done, were I really a Red sympathizer being used 
by the Communists, 

After being recruited into the Communist Party, my first 
Party assignment was in the Professional Branch, My co-con¬ 
spirators in this branch numbered some 200 Reds in various 
professions. Their Party assignment was to infiltrate our 
government, our educational system, the motion picture Indus* 
try, communications, chemical laboratories, the legal profession, 
engineering, and any other place into which rhey could weasel 
their way. Once on the inside, needless to say, the Communist 
was to use his position to further the Communist conspiracy. 

From the Professional Branch I was assigned to the Clergi¬ 
es! Commission of the Communist Party The objective of this 
Red unit was, and still is, the infiltration of church organiza¬ 
tions for the purpose of promoting ihe Communist line in our 
Churches. 

My next post in the Communist Party was on their Finance 
Committee- My job on this committee was to raise finances 
from dupes, fr on ters, sympathizers and Parry members to keep 
the Red machinery moving in high gear. 

From this ' exalted office 1 ’ l was placed on the Reds’ Edu- 
cational Commission. As a member of this conspiratorial 
group, my job was to plot the infiltration of American univer* 
snies, colleges and high schools. Ironically one of the more 
than 400 Reds I named in my sworn testimony, when I un* 
masked as an FBI undercover agent in 1950, was an English 
professor in an Eastern university where one of my sons, Mati 
Junior, was studying for his Master's degree. This Red pro¬ 
fessor's last act, before the university fired him as a result of 
my sworn testimony, was to flunk my son in English as re¬ 
taliation for my exposure of his Communist connections.

Jr might he argued that (bis is not true There is the 
image of the serpent, the symbol of wisdom. There can be 
no ultimate person behind the serpent. 

This appears to be true Bur only on the surface. Follow 
the trail of the serpent as an object of worship to its origin 
and you wdl find yourself standing before a person. The ser¬ 
pent is associated with fire worship The god Phoroneus was 
the ,r jnventer of fire/’ Behind the mythical Phoroneus there 
is a person — a man. That man is Nimrod. 

Who is the greatest god of the ancient world? Tanumiz, 
meaning "the son of life/' He was worshipped throughout 
Babylon, in Assyria, Phoenicia, Palestine. In Plato's day Tain- 
muz was regarded as identical with Osiris. Tamrmtz has been 
identified with Adonis Tammiu was the king of the nether 
world. He was the god of the pasture, the patron of flocks 
and their keepers, and was himself shepherd — the chief 
shepherd. He died annually and rmimed to life with each 
recurring year. 

Tamm liz met a violent death. The women of Egypt wept 
fur him as Osiris. The Phoenician women wept for him as 
Tamnniz, and so did the Jewish women. 

He said also unto vie, Turn thee yet again and 
thou shah see greater abominations that they do 
Then he brought me to the door of the gate of 
the Lord*} house which was toward the north; and, 
behold, there sat women weeping for Tammttz. ,

Dear Friend and Fellow Crusader: 

This letter, which is going only to a select group of our staunchest Crusaders, 
is one of the most difficult letters I have ever had to compose. Only a sense of 
responsibility to you and our other tried and true friends over the country could 
cause rae to write with such urgency and such frankness. 

We are in an extremely critical financial situation because, for same reason, 
our income for June was one-third less than it was in May.

the sake of survival, 1 have resolved to write you in a spirit of utter self-abandon¬ 
ment, Pride must be sacrificed in the interest of truth. 

One great friend of Christian Crusade, a nationally known American, who, learn¬ 
ing about the hard financial problem we are now facing, gave us a check and said, 
"Billy, you simply must somehow keep going. If you and otherB of similar vision 
fail, all will be lost. Tell our fine fellow-Crusaders the actual situation--and 
I believe they will rally round you to keep Christian Crusade going. We simply 
can't give up!" 

Leftist outfits which would supplant Americanism with Canmunism have plenty of 
funds. We who stand for the right have to suffer the pangs of privation. We don't 
mind privation personally, but the work of Christian Crusade should not be curtailed. 

As you know, we never have had a backlog of funds. (We should have...I pray 
that sexas day Cod will put it into the hearts of some one or more wealthy individuals 
to underwrite this movement.) But today, as you are aware, the great bulk of our 
support crates from small contributors;--a large proportion of our receipts each month 
are in $1 bills. We ask God's blessing particularly on the fine people who send 
these, because we know that in thousands of instances it is truly "the widow's mite." 
This is one reason we are so careful--even frugal--in the expenditure of our funds.

Among 
other things, several important radio and TV stations have notified us that our 
programs will be cancelled unless we make partial payments on past bills by July 15 • 
Also, we do not have the money to pay for the last issue of the magazine, and the 
printers will not print the next issue until we make payment. In addition, other 
printing bills have piled up, until our suppliers are demanding partial payment before 
they deliver important anti-communist publications for which thousands are writing. 

This critical situation is largely my own fault. I am so eager to awaken the 
people to their peril--to arouse them from their apathy, that I have gone on too many 
new radio-stations. (it takes some time for a station to become self sustaining.) 

In addition, we have given away too many million pieces of literature--instead of 
charging for it. Also, it costs much more to print, address, and mail the magazine 
CHRISTIAN CRUSADE than the $1 a year we chai^ for; it, ^ ^ y ' j-j- ^

Or 1,500 gifts to this 
great cause of $20 each would save the day. Smaller or larger sums will be highly 
appreciated at this crucial hour.

In February, 1960, he received publicity in connection with the Air

this training manual. 


We have had a number of Inquiries concerning Hargis and there are 
indications that some of his statements may not be supported by fact. On his radio pro¬ 
grams he has allegedly made violent accusations against individuals by name, labeling 
them as pro-communist and in a speech he reportedly once stated that there have been 
8, 000 Protestant clergymen who were communist in the past 20 years. In June, 1961, 
we were advised that the previous October a radio station in Montana had to cancel 
Hargis' broadcast because of the vitriolic aspects of some of his comments. As a result 
of the cancellation, the station manager advised that he received a vicious letter from 
Hargis which boiled down to the proposition that anyone who does not agree 100 per cent 
with him automatically becomes a communist. 


By letter dated 5-26-61 Hargis advised the Director that his organization 
ihad used the Director's statements in its publications, radio and television broadcasts, 

!He also claimed that the Christian Crusade was instrumental in raising funds to give 
every graduating senior in Tulsa, Oklahoma, public schools a copy of "Masters of Deceit, 
He said he has been critical of the National Council of Churches because its objectives 
favor the same proposals of the Communist Party; e.g., admission of Red China to the 
UN, disarmament, etc. His organization feels that the National Council of Churches has 
not been taken over by the communists but is too liberal and soft on this subject.

King's Communist affiliations and acquaintances 
go back many years and establish a dear pattern of 
Mancisr affinity. 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1957, Martin Luther 
, King was a participant in the 25th anniversary sem¬ 
inar on the integration struggle sponsored by the 
Highlander Folk School, Monceagle, Tennessee, He has 
been closely associated with the leadership of rhe school 
* since that time. The Highlander Folk School was i 
founded in 1932 by Myles Horton and Don West; j 
James Dombrowski joined them shortly thereafter. J 
Don West was district director of the Communist 
Party of North Carolina. ( 

Paul Crouch, rhe top Communist Party functionary 
in the south, testified before the Subcommittee of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities that Dombrow¬ 
ski "gave me the impression of being completely pro- 
Communist and anxious to collaborate with the Com¬ 
munist Party and follow irs leadership without taking 
the risk of actual Party membership/' 

KING ASSOCIATES WITH COMMUNIST SCHOOL 

Paul Crouch further testified that “Tin? 
Highlander Folk School It . . . operated , * . 
ostensibly as an independent labor school but 
actually working in elute co-operation with the 
Communist Party." 

Pictures taken at the Highlander Folk School over 
the 1957 Labor Day weekend show Martin Luther King 
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with Abner W. Berry, Negro member of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party and columnist for 
the Daily Worker. Another in the photograph was 
Aubry Williams, President of the Southern Conference 
Education Fund and a top leader of all-out integration. 
According to the Daily Worker, Sepr. 10, 1957, 
Williams spoke "prophetically" when he declared that 
the situation in the south "is only a short seep to gen* 
era I violence" and that the "sniff our of which rebel* 
lions are made is definitely being planted" Aubry 
Williams has at least 43 separate listings as being 
associated with Communist fronts and organisations, 
Pete Secger, a nationally known folk singer who has 
been prominently identified with the Communist 
movement in this country for many years, was another 
Labor Day attraction ar the school. Seeger has been 
named as a member of the Communist Party in sworn 
testimony, 

KING LAUDED BY COMMUNIST PRESS 

Rev t King is president of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference and led the bus boycott in 
Montgomery, Alabama. His activities are usually 
highly praised in the Communist press as is evidenced 
by these gushing lines from the pen of Herbert Ap- 
theker, Communist editor of Political Affairs; 

"And in Montgomery, Alabama, there is the epic 
struggle of the entire 50,000 members of its Negro 
community, . , * Here, wirh women in the lead, is rhe 
unparalleled and unbreakable splendor of an entire 
people speaking out to rhe world in tones of purity 
end self-sacrifice and saying: ‘Wc will live in free¬ 
dom, in our own day and here in our own city/ " 

King also led the Negro "March on Washington" 
and was accompanied by his manager Bayard Ruskin, 
who, according to the Daily Worker, attended the 1957 
convention of the Communist Party. According to one 
anti Communist paper, "Bayard Ruskin h listed as a 
member of the Editorial Board of Liberation . * (a) 
pacifist-anarchist publication, Ruskin contributes an- 
ocher article and is identified as having + had many 
years of direct experience in racial conflicts in the 
South, J In 1946 he served a sentence on the chain 
gang in N, C for refusing to sir in the Negro seetion 
of a bus. He went to India in 1947 and Africa 
in 1953. He is an expert on Civil Disobedience/' 

KING WORKS WITH COMMUNISTS 

In the Youth March for Integrated Schools of 
Washington, D.G in 1938, Martin Luther King was 
co-chairman of the group along with veteran Com¬ 
munist-fron ter A. Philip Randolph. The march was 
fortified by three bus loads of Communists from the 
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• cited Communist New York Teachers Union, Again,

LAWLESSNESS AND VIOLENCE 

ACCOMPANY KING 

, Martin Luther King also has the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of being associated with integrationlst groups de¬ 
signed ro stir up racial trouble. The Ttdra World, May 
15, 1931 reported the violence associated with two bus 
loads of Negroes and whites sponsored by "Freedom 
Riders* a group seeking to break the segregation bar¬ 
rier in the Sourh, The “Freedom Ridcrs ++ were parr of 
a group connected with CORE— Congress of Racial 
Equality, The 1938 CORE letter heads show King on 
the National Advisory Committee along wirh a num¬ 
ber of other Red-/renters. 

Rev. King has also been associated with the 
NAACP — The National Association For The Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People. Of the 5 founders of 
the NAACP, only one was a Negro, He is an identi¬ 
fied Communist — W,E,B. DuBois, 

According to Attorney General Eugene Cook of 
Georgia, . white people with long records of af¬ 
finity for, affiliation with, and participation in Com¬ 
munist, Communist-front, fellow-traveling or subver¬ 
sive organizations, activities and causes have directed 
and subsidized the NAACP, ... the President, the 
Chairman oHhe Board, the Honorary Chairman', It 
, of the 2S Vice Presidents, the Treasurer, 28 of 47 
Directors, the Chairman of the National League Com¬ 
mittee, the Executive Secretary, the Special Council, 
the Assistant Special Council, rhe Southeast Regional 
Secretary, the West Coast Secretary, the Director of 
the Washington Bureau, the Director of Public Rela¬ 
tions and two Field Secretaries, The transcript of this 
evidence numbers 121 pages of single-spaced, type¬ 
written copy and would require more than six hours 
to be read aloud.

KING AIDS COMMUNIST PASTY OBJECTIVES 

The Communist Party has often and in numerous 
places outlined its objectives for the Negro in America. 

In I92S, the Party published a pamphlet written by 
John Pepper, the representative of the Communist 
Party in the United States, in which he said: ’The 
, Communists must participate in ail national liberation 
movements of the Negroes which have a real mass 
character," 

Negro Communist leader Benjamin Davis pub¬ 
lished his pamphlet entitled "The Path of Negro lib* 
craciorC in which he wrote: 

"Consequently the Negro people are moving in 
the direction of some form of a cate hood in the Black 
Belt. This would mean an adjustment or rectification 
of the lines demarking I 2 stares through which runs 
the Black Belt area where Negro people arc in a 
majority/' 

The remarkable way in which Martin Luther King 
has fitted into these goals of the Communist Parry is 
attested to on the pages of the official Party organ, 
The Worker, The October 30, I960 edition left no 
question as to the importance which the Communtsrs 
recognize in the person of Rev, King toward achieving 
ihtir Communist goals. After Rev. King was jailed 
in Atlanta following three days of mass sit-ins and 
picketing by hundreds of students of the Atlanta Uni¬ 
versity Center* in an appeal usually reserved for top 
Party functionaries, the l^or^er told its Communist 
subscribers: 

"The outrageous senrencing of Rev. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.* requires the protest of all decent Americans, 

"Demand Dr. King's immediate release. Demand 
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that*thc persecution of the sit-inners be haul ted, De* 
** mand chat the federal government protect those who 
exercise cheir Constitutional 'right of the people peace¬ 
ably ro assemble and to petition the Government for a 
b redress of grievances/ (Note that the Worker takes 
no notice of the ‘civil disobedience" engaged in by 
the "peaceful" sit-inners. Ed.) 

. , The cause for which Dr, King speaks is the 
cause, nor of the Negro people alone, but of all demo* 
era tic America. 

"Let, then, labor speak out. Let all organizations 
of the people speak out. Let all right*minded Ameri¬ 
cans speak out, 

'‘Wire or phone to President Eisenhower and to 
both presidential candidates, Richard Nixon and John 
Kennedy. Let your Represcnrarives and Senators hear 
from you, 

"let every candidate — for every post from state 
legislator to president — back up his avowed allegiance 
to civil rights by acting now. If he won’t act now, 
what can you expect after election?” 

TOP COMMUNISTS SPEAK FOR KING 

So ingrained meo the workings of the Communist 
Party are the policies and actions of Rev, King that 
his incarceration evoked protests from the top Com¬ 
munist command in the US* The same issue of the 
Worker said: 

"Gub Kail, generaI secretary, ami Benjamin 
Huvift, national secretary ol the Cumin unist 
Party, on Monday protested the arrest of the 
Rev, Dr, Marlin Luther Kin& in wire* fa Pres¬ 
ident Eisenhower, vice-president Richard Nixon 
and Sen, John Kennedy, anil demanded the 
Rev, King"* release/ 1 

Rocketed to national prominence through the‘dis¬ 
torted and one-sided coverage given his infamous and 
illegal activities by the lefr-wing press and Life, Time, 
and Look magazines, Martin Luther King now has the 
official ear of Washington on behalf of his crusade. 
The February 5, 1961 issue of the Communist Worker 
quoted King as saying, 'The Justice Department has 
vast potential' to open up ’hitherto untried avenues in 
the desegregation struggle/ The power inherent in 
executive orders has never been exploited.' 1 

KING PULLS WASHINGTON STRINGS 

As is the case with most Communist directives 
these days, the step from announcement to fulfillment 
is a short one. The Newmeek magazine, May !, 1961 
reported:

It was decided 
at the conclusion of the meeting that the group would meet quarterly; 
their meetings would be closed to the public and the press; and the 
next meeting is tentatively to be held in Washington, D. C., but no 
date was set. 


The only reference to the FBI came/near the close of the X 
meeting when Hargis stated his friend, Matt/Cvetic, who formerly worked,' 
with the FBI, had told Hargis the FBI was doing a wonderful job and , 
knew the identities of 99.9% of all the communists in the United States’ 
Hargis then asked why the communists who are known have not been 
arrested since the Internal Security Act of 1950 (ISA-50) is now the 
law of the land. Hargis stated Attorney General Kennedy, for whom the 
FBI works, has stated it Is difficult to prosecute the communists under 
this Act. Hargis recommended there be organized a letter campaign to 
the Attorney General advocating action against these communlBts under, 
the ISA-50. Hargis also made reference to former Vice President Nixon 
and Nixon*s stand on the John Birch Society.

Professional Anticommunist 

Billy James Hargis, who waB dropped in 1957 from the list of accredited 
ministers of his own church, The Disciples of Christ, operates the Christian 
Echos National Ministry, Incorporated, of Tulsa, Oklahoma. Hargis, often 
described as a "hill-billy type evangelist," is a militant, controversial communist 
crusader who broadcasts regularly and lectures in the United States and foreign 
countries. He is widely known for his anticommunist, tax-exempt organization, 
Christian Crusade, which reportedly became the'best heeled'of the current crop of 
extremist groups by collecting nearly one million dollars last year, (97-3475-46; 
The Saturday Evening Post, 4/28/62, pp, 21-22.) 

_ In late 1957. Hargis was the subject of a Registration Act investigat ion 

I The Department, in April. 1958. advised that there 
was insufficient evidence to establish that he was an agent of the Dominican Republic, 
iln February, I960, Hargis was the subject of widespread publicity as the 
(self-professed author of material used in the controversial Air Force Training 
Manual which alleged that there was extensive communist infiltration in the National 
Council of Churches. It will be recalled that in March, 1962, Hargis held a closely 
guarded Christian Crusade meeting in Washington, to which he invited representa¬ 
tives of numerous ultra-conservative organizations. Among the speakers was 
Congressman John H. Rousselot of California, a self-admitted member of the 
John Birch Society. (97-3475-46; 100-424820-24) 

The Bureau has received a number of inquiries regarding Hargis and there 
are indications that some of his statements may not be supported by fact. One 
radio station manager, who canceled Hargis' broadcasts because of their vitriolic 
nature, advised us that he had received a vicious letter from Hargis which, in 
effect, stated that anyone who does not agree 100% with Hargis is automatically a 
communist. (97-3475-46) 

Basically Negative Approach 

Hargis, in this book, fights communism as an old-time evangelist fights

those who do the Devil's bidding. Hargis refers to revelations of communist

\ of his reliance on religion, Hargis offers no positive program for combating 
jcommunism. Hargis' answer to the menace of communism is: "Only Christ can 
; destroy the Communist menace from the face of the earth, but He will not destroy 
| it for a people who turn away their eyes from Him." (p, 176). 

. On the face of it and read in portions, this book carries an anticommunist 

j message. But read in its entirety it conveys a message of gloom, despair, and 
! defeatism. Hargis would have America retreat behind its shore lines and abandon 
| its battle lines against communism throughout the world. Instead of inspiring even 
j greater resistence to, and positive action against, communism, Hargis, perhaps 
j unwittingly, conveys the message that we are all but defeated and had better pray.

Again, I want to thank you for your kind and gracious letter dated 
February 11. You have been so considerate to answer my correspon¬ 
dence and I sincerely hope that some time in the future I will have the 
opportunity to see you personally and to exchange ideas. 

I agree with you concerning your hatred of anti-Semitism. I might add 
that anti-Catholicism is as bad as anti-Semitism, in my opinion. In 
the past, Protestant ministers and Catholic priests were able to discuss 
their differences on a high plain without dealing in "gutter-type" tactics, 

However, in recent years, there have been false and scurrilous books 
put out concerning the Catholic Church, like the "Bogus Knights of 
Columbus Oath", which have taken the Catholicism vs. Protestantism 
fight from the legitimate to the gutter. 

In the many attacks that have been made against me by uninformed 
liberals, I don't think I have ever read where I was accused of anti- 
Catholicism. However, on an ABC radio affiliate in San Francisco 
recently, I was accused of being anti-Semitic. I appealed to the Manager 
of the station for equal time to answer this false charge and he graciously 
granted it. I refuted the charge on the radio. As you may or may not 
know, I have been fought by the anti-Semitic crowd, including Gerald L.

A UPI news release in the Tulsa World of November 30 reported that President 
Lyndon B. Johnson had become a "disenchanted fan" of J. Edgar Hoover and had de¬ 
cided "that he must find a new chief of the FBI, " The source of this report was 
Newsweek magazine. Shortly after this news report, a denial came from the White 
House. George Reedy, Presidential Press Secretary, denied this rumor as follows: 
"The President never heard of any such proposal--that Mr. Hoover be replaced-- 
and never entertained any such idea. .. 11 

Apparently, the two major factors behind these claims that Mr. Hoover was on 
his way out were the Hoover-Martin Luther King conflict and Mr. Hoover's criticism 
of the Warren Investigating Commission Report. First, let us examine the Hoover- 
King conflict. 


Pinning Down the Truth 

On November 18, Mr. J, Edgar Hoover said that Martin Luther King was "the 
most notorious liar in the country" for claiming that FBI agents in Albany, Georgia, 
would take no action on civil rights complaints because they were Southerners, This 
particular report of the incident came from the November 19 Tulsa World newspaper. 
During November 1962, while discussing racial disturbances in Albany, Georgia, 
Martin Luther King was widely quoted in the press as stating that one of the greatest 
problems regarding the FBI in the South is that agents there are white Southerners 
who have been influenced by the mores of the community.

The FBI straightened out the record on this charge by pointing out that four of the 
five agents then assigned to Albany, Georgia, were Northerners, and that 70 per cent 
of the FBI agents in the South were born in the North. 

The above and other information from the FBI regarding Martin Luther King's 
charges against the FBI and the facts refuting these charges were published in the 
December 7, 1964, issue of U, S. News & World Report. A report on these charges 
and the FBI answers which was published by U, S. News & World Report would take 
up most of the space needed for this article. For the benefit of those who would like 
to examine this FBI answer to King's criticisms, it can be found on pages 46 and 48 
of the December 7 U, S, News te. World Report. 

Heart of the Dispute 

This ib sue of U, S. News & World Report also pointed out that the heart of the 
dispute between J. Edgar Hoover and Negro "civil rights" leaders was the question 
as to whether or not the U, S. should turn the FB,I into a national police force. Mr . 
Hoover is strongly opposed to the national police concept. U. S, News reported fur¬ 
ther on this controversy as foilows; 

"The central issue on which Mr. Hoover disagrees with Negro leaders is the 
demand that the FBI provide federal police protection for civil-rights workers who go 
into the South seeking reform. The FBI, these Negro spokesmen assert, should 
change its procedure and act independently of local law-enforcement agencies in the 
South. 

"Such action, Mr. Hoover believes, would take the FBI beyond its jurisdiction as 
now authorized and move it in the direction of a national police force carrying out 
policies originating in Washington, 

"As the issue grows, there are indications that Congress in the not distant future 
may have to decide whether the FBI is to remain an agency for investigation of viola¬ 
tions of federal law or become a police force to be used in implementing policies laid 
down by a National Administration. 

"The choice then will lie between a national police system, such as existB behind > 
the Iron Curtain and in some other foreign countries, and the objective investigative 
force into which the FBI has been developed under the direction of Mr. Hoover, .. 

"History shows deep-seated abuses in nations where police systems have operated 
under political control of central governments. Examples include the terrorism of 
Hitler's Gestapo, the atrocities committed by the Soviet secret police, and the reign 
of terror today in Communist Cuba, a police state only 90 miles from the Tj, S., .. " 

The U, S. News & World Report article also pointed out that turning the FBI into 
a national police force would involve a "colossal" expenditure of tax money which 
would run into the billions. Of course, this would also entail a vast expansion of the 
FBI. The Berious situation in which our nation flounders will be magnified greatly if 
Martin Luther King, Roy Wilkins, James Farmer and others of their philosophy are 
able to force this vast change in the functions of the FBI. 
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Other Issues on Which They Differ 


There are other issues on which Martin Luther King and FBI Director Hoover 
stand on opposite viewpoints. These possibly contributed also to Martin Luther King's 
unfavorable view of Mr, Hoover and the FBI. For example, they are on opposite sides 
in regard to the usefulness of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Mr. 
Hoover, backed by his vast knowledge of the communist conspiracy, is thoroughly 
convinced of the fairness and value of this committee. On the other hand, Martin 
Luther King (who has exhibited no knowledge of the 90 nspiracy) seeks its abolition. 

During a press conference in Lynchburg, Virginia, on March 27, 1962, King 
attacked the House Committee on Un-American Activities as "the most un-American 
committee operating in America today, " In a booklet smearing the committee, written 
by Anne Braden and published during 1963, Martin Luther King's name is found among 
the sponsors of the "National Committee to Abolish the House Un-American Activities 
Cormrrtttee*'-Which published the booklet. Anne -Braden is~an identified communist-*-*-— 
and, of course, this National Committee to Abolish the House Un-American Activities 
Committee is pursuing a very important objective of the conspirators. 

Obviously, Mr, J. Edgar Hoover is well aware of the determined communist drive 
to destroy the Committee on Un-American Activities. The FBI Annual Report for the 
Fiscal Year 1963 reported: "A major effort of the (Communist) Party in the 1963 fis¬ 
cal year was the intensification of its drive to destroy or discredit Government agen¬ 
cies and Congressional committees investigating communist activities,.. " In a 
speech during July 1959, Mr, Hoover described the work of Congressional committees 
investigating communism as being "essential. " 

In an article in The Elks Magazine of August 1956, Mr. Hoover warned readers 
of the "pseudo liberal" who is so easily duped by the communists. He said that 
"These misinformed dupes. ,* rant endlessly at patriotic committees of the Congress 
whose efforts are dedicated to exposing the conspiracy... " Generally, we will find 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover recognizing that America needs a strong defense against the 
communist conspirators internally and externally. We have seen nothing in the 
written or spoken words of Martin Luther King indicating a recognition of this im¬ 
po rtan t fact of our present perilous ti mes. _ _ 

Martin Luther King and his Southern Christian Leadership Conference advocate 
breaking the law providing it is a law of which King does not approve. Naturally, we 
find Mr. J. Edgar Hoover on the opposite side of this viewpoint also. In a speech to 
the National Catholic Youth Organization on November 16, 1963, Mr. Hoover told his 
audience that "Hate, terror, and lawlessness are not the American way of accom¬ 
plishing any objective that is truly worthwhile,. . " Mr, Hoover also made some other 
important remarks on this subject which are quite at odds with Martin Luther King's 
viewpoint. During a speech in Chicago on November 24, 1964, J, Edgar Hoover said: 

"Law and order are the foundations upon which successful government must 
stand.., government cannot favor one group or one special interest over it ft duties to 
protect the rights of all citizens. We must constantly guard government against the 
pressure groups which would crush the rights of others under heel in order to achieve 
their own ends. The law of the land is above any individual. All must abide by it. 
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If we short-cut the law, we play a dangerous game which can only result in total defeat 
for all of us, because if we destroy our system of government by law, we destroy our 
only means of achieving a stable society. 


,! It is a great misfortune that the zealots of pressure groups always think with 
their emotions--seldom with reason. They have no compunction in carping, lying and 
exaggerating with the fiercest passions, spearheaded at times by Communists and 
moral degenerates. They cry 'liberty' when they really mean license,, .We cannot 
and will not permit the FBI to be used to superimpose the aims of those who would 
sacrifice the very foundations on which our government rests. 

"I take humble pride in emphatically stating that, as long as I am Director of 
the FBI, it will continue to maintain its high and impartial standards of investigation, 
despite the hostile opinions of its detractors, 

"Furthermore, the FBI will continue to be objective in its investigations and will 
stay within the bounds of its authorized jurisdiction regardless of pressure groups 
which seek to use the FBI to attain their own selfish aims to the detriment of our 
people as a whole, " 


The Warren Commission Report 

Another factor which is apparently back of the rumors which claim that Mr. 
Hoover is to be ousted was his criticism of the Warren Commission Report. He ac¬ 
cused the Warren Commission's report of being "unfair and unjust" in its criticism 
of the FBI. 

The Warren Commission (in spite of reported objections by Borne members of 
the commission) Baid that the FBI "took an unduly restrictive view of its role in pre¬ 
ventive intelligence work prior to the assassination. A more carefully co-ordinated 
treatment of the Oswald case by the FBI might well have resulted in bringing Oswald's 
activities to the attention of the Secret Service. " Of course, this commission report 
ignored the fact that protection of a President is the duty of the Secret Service and not 
of the FBI.' Mr, Hoover pointed out that it is not the FBI's business to guard anyone. 
Walter Trohan of the Chicago Tribune in the September 30, 1964, issue of that news¬ 
paper wrote that even if the Secret Service had been told about Oswald, "it would have 
done nothing because he had no record of violence. " Mr, Trohan also said that the 
FBI is not a part of the protective system because the Secret Service doesn't want it 
that way. 

In regard to moving questionable people out of the way every time the President 
makes a public appearance, Mr. Hoover said on November 18 that in New York City 
alone 7, 000 persons would have to be taken out of circulation. In a column in the 
Tulsa World of October 19, 1964, William F. Buckley, Jr. pointed out that Earl 
Warren himself had in recent years "done everything within his power to undermine 
a) anti-subversive legislation (for instance, of the kind that might have put the spot¬ 
light on Oswald), and b) criminal-apprehension techniques (there was the famous 
Mallory case, for instance, where a rapist-murderer was released because he hadn't 
been arraigned soon enough: who went on to rape again)'. " 
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In hiB October 19 column, Mr. Buckley also brings up the question as to why 
Mr. Hoover's testimony before the Warren Commission was not published. Buckley 
suggested, was it "Because it would have defanged Mr. Warren's criticisms?" 

Reds Swing Out at a Long-time Enemy 

At any rate, the communist conspirators found the Warren Commission's blow 
at the FBI highly pleasing because the FBI and J. Edgar Hoover have long been among 
the top targets of the conspirators in the United States. The lead article on page two 
of The Worker of September 27, 1964, was headlined "Warren Report Flays Bungling 
by the FBI. " 

This article reported to Red conspirators around the nation that "the Warren 
Commission delivered perhaps the most devastating indictment of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation ever made by a body of distinguished public officials. " 

It referred to'tEe Warren‘CbriimI b'b ion 1 b criticism oFfhe'FBI's role inTralla’S dur~-- 

* 

ing the fateful week end as "the first significant blast" at this high priority enemy 
of the Reds, At the end of this article, the communists repeated a demand which 
they have been making for a long time. The Worker stated: "The time is long over¬ 
due for the removal of Hoover and the drastic reorganization of an agency which,,. 
has become one of the greatest threats to our democratic institutions." Of course, 
by this they mean threat to the communist conspiracy. 

One of the many previous occasions on which the communist conspirators were 
warned of the threat of the FBI to the conspiracy -was at a meeting of the National 
Committee of the Communist Party on March 23, I960. Red leaders attending this 
meeting were told: 

"The FBI is not only an enemy of our Party. . .but it represents a monstrous 
menace to everything democratic in American life... It has recruited.,. thousands 
and thousands of petty informers and stool-pigeons who spy on all organizations of 
the people, who Bnoop into the private affairs of their neighbors, who concoct the 
most lurid tales in order to be on the good side and to prove their worth to their 
FBI bosses. " 

At this meeting, the communist conspirators were also ordered to "destroy the 
slimy stool-pigeons operating under the Gestapo-like J. Edgar Hoover, " 

In The Worker of July 26, 1964, the late Elizabeth Gurley Flynn described Mr, 
Hoover to fellow communists eb "this arrogant stupid bureaucrat" who has "remained 
in office since the 20 r s. " In the very next sentence, she gave the major reason why 
the communists take such a dim view of Mr. Hoover when she wrote: "He is anti¬ 
communist. .. " Naturally, Mrs. Flynn repeated the conspiracy demand that Hoover 
be ousted. She wrote: "He and his outfit are out of date and should be put out to 
pasture." 

It should be obvious that the communist conspirators would attempt to take 
advantage of the conflict between J, Edgar Hoover and one of their favorites, Martin 
.Luther King. Front-page headlines in The Worker of November 24, 1964, read: 
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'Hoover's Outburst Stirs Avalanche of Protests, " Once again, the demand for Hoover's 
ousting was repeated in this issue of The Worker in a statement by Claude Lightfoot, 
Negro communist leader. During remarks on the Hoover-King conflict. Red conspira¬ 
tor Lightfoot demanded, "In the national interest, J. Edgar Hoover must be removed 
from his post and conditions created where the FBI is subjugated to public scrutiny as 
any other organ of government, " 


The "Liberals" Too 


As is usually the case in matters such as this, left-wing "liberals" have also taken 
up the cry. The article in the November 24 issue of The Worker quoted from some 
"liberal" newspapers along with remarks by other "liberal" individuals and organizations 

An editorial in the New York Times entitled "Time to Retire" seemed especially 
pleasing to The Worker, The Worker article also quoted a remark by Methodist Bishop 
James K. Mathews, He stated: "This outburst, together with Mr, Hoover’s observa¬ 
tions would appear to justify his retirement at age 70, with recognition of his many 
years of service to our country, " 

If they have not already done so, undoubtedly, left-wing magazines will take up 
this cry for the scalp of Mr, J. Edgar Hoover as head of the FBI, Back in 1953 the 
ultra-left Nation magazine devoted a 56-page issue to an "Objective appraisal of the 
FBI. " 

This so-called "Objective appraisal" repeated a long list of charges against Mr. 
Hoover and the FBI and concluded with the suggestion that "Hoover's role and the role 
of the FBI at some day and some hour will have to be assessed. " It is quite possible 
that the Hoover-King conflict will inspire increased activity against the FBI by the 
Nation magazine and others like it. 

Greater PerilB Ahead 

The following warning from the 1964 annual report of the FBI will probably bring 
about increased agitation against the FBI by the communist conspirators and other 
extreme left elements. This warning in the FBI's annual report read: "The Commu¬ 
nist Party, USA, stepped up its programs on all domestic frontB during the 1964 fis¬ 
cal year. While seeking to hide its slavish allegiance to the Soviet Union behind a 
cloud of propaganda, the Party worked unremittingly to increase its influence in the 
racial struggle; gain new members through an intensive youth recruitment campaign; 
and promote the false impression that it is a legitimate political party, " Of course, 
this FBI report also gave a great deal of information regarding specific activities of 
the communist conspiracy in our nation. 

If this campaign to oust Mr, Hoover should succeed during 1965 or soon there¬ 
after, there is a strong possibility that an FBI head would be appointed who does not 
view the evil communist conspiracy in the same light as does Mr, Hoover, The dis¬ 
appearance of Mr, Hoover from the FBI scene in the near future, through removal 
or death, could quite possibly increase the danger of success by those who want the 
FBI converted into a national police force to be used at the whims of ultra-left agitators 
who have had false halos placed around their heads. Certainly all jnformed Americans 
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should he aware of the possibilities and support a continuation of the FBI as it now 
functions as against ita expansion into a national police force. 


The article in the December 7, 1964, issue of U. S. News & World Report from 
which we have quoted earlier in this article says that pressure is expected to continue 
for these changes in the FBI. The struggle could well reach the floor next year of a 
U, S, Congress which has moved further to the left. Perilous days, indeed, lie ahead 
for our nation and efforts to inform fellow citizens must be expanded by all informed 
anti-communists. A possible awakening of the American people is still what the Red 
conspirators fear most.

PLEASE, WATCH THE CONGO 

If you believe in Cod, you should pay close attention to what is taking place at 
present in the Congo. Now that not a day goes by without some ghastly news item 
from the Congo being featured in your news media, you'd also do well in scrutinizing 
and remembering them because the tragedy of the Congo is nothing more nor less than 
a new chapter in the constant attempts being carried out from Peiping and Moscow to 
expand, their ho rrible b ran d of tyranny. What is happening there now. Cod forbid. 
could well take place in the foreseeable future in any part of what is left of the free 
world and that includes the U, S, A, 

There is really nothing new in the Congo story. The rape, the arson, the maBS 
murders have always been part and parcel of communist warfare and Red rule. There 
is only one thing different, and that is, in this case it is happening NOW and you can 
read and hear about it as it unfolds. 

There is, perhaps, another interesting angle and that is that Red terror in the 
Congo is also being suffered by Americans, This time it should not be something 
easily forgotten because it only affected Cubans, or Russians, or Chinese, or the 
hundreds of millions of other foreigners with whom you had little in common. In the 
Congo many of the victims are men, women and children who are Americans, They 
think like you do and they suffer as you would suffer, Naturally, the foreigners suffer 
also, but it brings matters closer to home when our own people are undergoing Buch 
martyrdom, 
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The war being waged in the Congo is not only a political war; it is a religious 
war. But, then, this is logical because any war waged by communists is a religious 
war in that one of their main objectives is the liquidation of religion; all religions. 

To them religion is the "opium of the people" and it must be totally ex radicated before 
communism can totally triumph and shine in all of its pristine ingloriousness. 

Suppose you were in the Congo today, what would be your thoughts? How would 
you feel? Perhaps a letter written by Elmer and Mary Deal, two American Baptist 
missionaries, to the Bible Baptist Church in Pampa, Texas, may answer these ques¬ 
tions. This is what they wrote: 

"Friday afternoon about four p. m. the soldiers came to Reubeni's house and for 
no reason began beating him and his family and threatening to shoot them. His wife 
pleaded with them not to shoot her husband and leave her. So they set Eeubeni on the 
floor against the mud wall and placed his wife on his lap. The soldier then raised his 
gun and aimed at her stomach and pulled the trigger. But nothing happened J_ All that 
was heard was the click of the hammer as it banged against the firing pin. Another 
soldier came and pulled the trigger only to hear again the same click of the hammer. 
The soldiers went away in confusion leaving Reubeni with a broken arm and his wife 
with a fractured hip and both with many bruises. Their son Ephraim and his wife 
were beaten and he was taken prisoner and held for twenty-four hours of added beat¬ 
ings and terror. 

"Sometime after midnight, on Saturday, after many hours of imprisonment and 
beatings, the soldiers in their rage of confusion and hatred carried Gregoire to the 
Eukuga River; tied his hands and feet together and threw him over the side of the bridge 
into the high raging waters. The soldiers upon returning to their posts were overheard 
by Mwanangwa, a Christian that had been taken prisoner with Gregoire, as saying, 'We 
have just killed a good Christian. When we would beat him, he would only pray. As 
we threw him off the bridge he prayed, Mungu Poke a Roho Yangu'fGod receive my 
spirit). He went under and cried again thiB same prayer. The last time he came up, 
he prayed, God forgive me and was Been no more. The turbulent, muddy waters of 
the Lukuga had claimed Pastor Gregoire's body, but it could never claim his soul. 

"In an atmosphere of deep sorrow, we had our services, praying for all that 
were still in danger. Cod blessed the services by adding two names to the Lamb's 
Book of Life, Malamba Luisa and Ilunga Medi, " 

Elmer and Mary Deal's letter was written in March. The "soldiers" they men¬ 
tion in it belonged to Cyrille Adoula's U. N* backed Central Congolese Government. 
Adoula, as you may well surmise, was a pro-leftist "neutral, "

Washington correspondent, Frank Van Der Linden , wrote in his Atlanta Times newspaper 
column on August 24: "Martin Luther King blamed the police in Los Angeles for the Negro mob 
violence there".,.and he has also moved to interfere in the South Vietnamese war by confer¬ 
ring with the "Communist leaders in North Viet Nam",.,both acts in direct violence of the law 
of the land and human decency. Furthermore, King is now demanding that the great American
